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We observe that Mr. N. Leslie J. Perry includes 
among “long exploded Oivil War canards” the story that 
the Secretary of War, Simon Cameron, pronounced Gen- 
eral Wm. T. Sherman crazy in the fall of 1861, because 
General Sherman gave it as his opinion that 60,000 men 
were necessary to hold Kentucky and 200,000 to conquer 
the Mississippi River Valley. There is certainly this much 
truth in the story: On the date named, October 16, 1861, 
Secretary Cameron visited General Sherman in his room 
at the Galt House, in Louisville, bringing in his train 
a number of gentlemen Sherman did not know. When 
the Secretary asked General Sherman to explain the sit- 
uation of affairs in his command the General replied in 
substance: “Mr, Secretary, what I shall have to say to 
you will explain the whole military situation in Ken- 
tuck), and it should be confidential. I do not know the 
gentlemen with you.” “O! that is all right, General 
Sherman,” replied Cameron, “these gentlemen are friends 
of mine and vou can speak freely before them.” So 
Sheriman went into the whole story of the conditions sur-

rounding him, his need of more men, etc., etc. From 
that interview, as General Sherman certainly believed, 
started the story of his insanity. Among those present 


was Henry Villard, and he certainly wrote to Murat 
Hal:tead of the Cincinnati Commercial, telling him that 
Sherman was insane, for we were so informed by Vil- 
lard himself. “for what is said concerning the interview, 
and (jeneral Sherman’s opinion that he was put in a false 
position by Cameron’s betrayal of his confidence, we have 
the authority of Sherman. Shortly after the war, Gen- 
eral Sherman attended an army meeting at Louisville 
and the Editor of the ARmMy AND Navy JOURNAL was in- 
vited to accompany him and his staff in their private car. 
On his arrival at the Galt House the Editor was invited 
to accompany General Sherman to his room, which 
chanced to be the very one which was the scene of the 
famous interview with Cameron. This circumstance led 
Sherinan to go into the whole story of his conversation 
with the Secretary in the presence of a party of gentle- 
men, who, as he subsequently learned, were all newspa- 
per correspondents, charged with the duty of spreading 
before the world whatever they could learn as to his 
strength or his weakness. We do not recall the details of 
the conversation, but the main facts are still fresh in rec- 
ollection, and especially the very clear expression of Sher- 
man’s opinion that the story of his insanity originated 
from his conversation with Cameron in the presence of a 
congregation of newspaper men of whose character he 
was ignorant when, in obedience to the wishes of the Sec- 
retarv, he spoke so freely before them of matters which 
should have been held in the strictest military confidence. 
Villard subsequently told us of his share in the matter. 
Mr. Perry seeks to show that Mr. Cameron did not share 
in the belief in Sherman’s insanity, and we cannot say, 
from what Sherman told us, whether he did or did not. 
He was certainly mistaken if, as Mr. Perry says, he de- 
nied that anything that had happened during his visit to 
Louisville could have been the groundwork of an attack 
upon Sherman’s sanity. Mr. Perry, on the strength of a 
letter written by General Halleck to General McClellan, 
Dec. 2, 1861, charges upon him responsibility for the in- 
sanity story. This is unjust to Halleck. His letter to 
McClellan was confidential and was so marked, and it 
was written weeks after the story was set afloat in news- 
paper circles. As Mr. Perry says: 

“The outcome shows that Sherman was not wild at all 
in his estimate. Eventually a good many more than 200.- 
(00) men were required to conquer the Mississippi Valley, 
and that, of course, is the anti-climax of the story that 
Sherman was crazy when he was simply talking wisdom.”

Of the transfer of Major Oscar F. Long, U. 8. A., from 
San Francisco to Washington to succeed Col. Charles Bird 
at the head of the transport service upon the latter’s re- 
tirement, Harper’s Weekly says: “General Long has 
for the past six years been depot quartermaster of the 
lepartment of California, and, since the battle of Ma- 
nil: Bay, superintendent of the Army transport service 
at San Francisco. The latter office was one wholly 
new to the Service, and General Long, by his indefa- 
tizable labors, has added an entirely new feature to 
the Service—that of the Army transport department, 
which is in itself superior to the naval forces of many 
of the smaller nations. At the start General Long was 
a landsman unfamiliar with nautical matters, but he 
built up this mighty arm of the Service, embracing at 
one time fifty-five great vessels plying between San 
Francisco and Manila, without soliciting the aid of a 
single naval officer. In building this service out of 
nothing, in securing vessels, refitting them, attending 
to the details of loading, equipping, and starting them 

schedule time, General Long has had to combine 
constructive ability with the qualities that make a 
steamship or railroad president. The number of vessels 
in the transport service has now been cut down from 
fifty-five to twelve, and it is to General Lone s credit 
that no seandal or suspicion of mismanagement has at- 
tached to the service in San Francisco, nor has a single 
life been lost through bad management. The transports 
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on the Pacific now owned by the Government are the 
finest and best equipped .n the world.” Major Long 
was presented with a handsome hammered loving cup 
Thursday afternoon, March 13, by the officials of the 
U. 8, .Army transport service at San Francisco. Ac- 
companying the cup was a leather-bound album contain- 
ing, the names of the twenty-four officials representing 
the executive staff of the Army dock. The inscription 
on the cup reads: “Presented to Brigadier General Long, 
general superintendent Army transport service, as a 
token of esteem, affection and high appreciation of his 
sterling character by the dock officials serving under him 
at the United States Army transport dock, March 1, 
1902.” 
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A sketch of the late Capt. James Fornance, 13th U. 8. 
Inf., killed at the battle of San Juan Hill, has been 
issued in advocacy of the passage of the House bill to 
continue the pension of Ione B. Fornance, his daughter, 
during the period of her minority, until Feb. 11, 1907. 
Capt. Fornance was graduated from West Point in 1871, 
and his earliest services were on the frontier. Later he 
was instructor at Fort Leavenworth for several years, 
until 1894, when he served with his company in the Chi- 
cago riots. From 1894 to 1898 he was at Governors 
Island, going with his company to Tampa and thence to 
Santiago on the outbreak of hostilities, although not yet 
recovered from an illness. At San Juan he was wounded 
in the leg early in the engagement, but continued in com- 
mand of his company. A second bullet passed througa 
his body, but he urged his men to go on without him, 
and after the battle was taken to the field hospital, where 
he died. Joseph Fornance, guardian of Ione B. For- 
nance, who issues this pamphlet, also records the ser- 
vices of other members of her family. Her grandfather, 
Joseph Fornance, when a member of Congress in 1842, 
gave to the country one of its ablest soldiers by appoint- 
ing Winfield Scott Hancock a cadet at West Point. Her 
uncle, John Fornance, graduated from the Polytechnic 
Colege, Philadelphia, as mechanical engineer in 1861, 
and immediately entered the U. 8S. Navy as engineer. 
He served through the entire Civil War. He continued 
afterwards in the Navy and was drowned in 1870 in the 
sinking of the U. S. steamer Oneida. Her uncle, Major 
F. H. Edmunds, 1st Inf., U. 8. A., served through the 
war with Spain and died of yellow iever at his post, 
Quemados, Cuba, June 18, 1900.

Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, U. 8. N., is opposed to in- 
creasing the annual leave of absence of Navy Yard em- 
ployes from two weeks to thirty days, and holds that 
if any change is made it should be to abolish such leaves 
altogether. In his statement to the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, the Admiral says that the grant- 
ing of these leaves is a source of constant annoyance at 
the various yards, that it involves a steady increase in 
the clerical force, and that contractors are continually 
complaining to the Department that certain features 
of work are delayed or are kept at a standstill because 
certain employes are absent on leave. This is a circum- 
stance which has seriously affected the efficiency of 
nearly every force employed in naval construction. Sta- 
tistics compiled by Admiral Bowles show that the money 
paid to Navy Yard employes on leave of absence dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1902 will amount to $280,263, and 
this does not include holiday absences, which will bring 
the total to nearly $470,000. The evil of the present 
system is that the absence of some particular employe 
often suspends the work of several others, and in view 
of this fact, the Admira] suggests that if employes of 
the Navy Yards are to be given leaves of absence, it 
should be done by shutting down all the Navy Yards 
for two weeks at a season of the year when it will @o 
the least harm to the work to be done. 











Charles H. Cramp, president of the great Cramp Ship 
Building Company, has contributed to the new “Har- 
per’s Encyclopaedia of the United States History,” an 
article on American Ship Building and Navigation Acts, 
of timely interest, in view of the Ship Subsidy bill 
passed by the Senate. Mr. Cramp refers to this im- 
portant subject in no uncertain terms. “Steamship 
owners,” he writes, “who perform public service by 
transporting ocean. mails undoubtedly expect pay for 
it; but I am unable to see why a certain sum when 
paid to a railroad company or a river steamboat for 
mail carrying under contract should be called ‘com- 
pensation,” and when paid to an ocean steamship com- 
pany for similar service should be called ‘subsidy.’ ” Mr. 
Cramp points out that England, France, Germany, Rus- 
sia, and Italy pay immense sums yearly as retainers, 
bounties, and actual compensation, for carriage, to 
steamship companies and individual vessels, besides 
discriminating in favor of their own native-built ships in 
the way of taxes, port dues, etc. But when the Amer- 
ican Government enters into any business transaction 
with steamship owners, the “subsidy” bugbear is imme- 
diately dragged forward amid the usual clamor of shrill 
protest. 
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Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U. 8. A., was in Wash- 
ington on March 15, where he took luncheon with the 
President and afterward paid his respects to Lieut. Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, Aajutant General Corbin and the Sec- 
retary of War. Toa reporter General Funston expressed 
the belief that peace in the Philippines was near at 
hand. “fhe country is freer from bandits,” he says, 
“than ever under Spanish rule. Life and property are 
safer than ever betore. A great deal of credit is due the 
constabulary as well as the Army. The constabulary has 





single jurisdiction with Porto Rico. Under the system 
agreed upon an officer of the Army will be designated as 
Governor of the islands with powers analogous to those of 
the Governor of Porto Rico. It has ben decided that a 
body of United States troops, yet to be detailed, shall 
take possession of the islands as soon as the Danish 
troops are withdrawn, and that this proceeding together 
with the raising of the Stars and Stripes over the public 
buildings, shall constitute the formal act of annexation. 





Notice has been given by the British Admiralty thar 
all hope that the British war sloop Condor may still 
be afloat has been abandoned. The order expresses sym- 
pathy for the relatives of the officers and crew of the 
missing ship, and adds that a full ingury will be held 
to ascertain whetuer the build, rig and equipment of the 
vessel were proper and her staff fitted for the service in 
which they were employed. The Oondor sailed from 
Esquimault, B. C., for Honolulu in December last and 
nothing definite has ever been heard from her. Wreck- 
age from her has been found at various points along 
the Vancouver coast, and it is supposed that she found- 
ered in a heavy gale that prevailed a few days after her 
sailing. 





In response to a circular issued by the Commission- 
ers of the District of Columbia, the Governors of thirty 
States have signified their approval of a measure pro- 
posed in Congress to change the date for the inaugura- 
tion of the President from March 4 to a day late in 
April, preferably the 30th, that being the anniversary 
of the first inauguration of Washington. A commit- 
tee of residents of the District of Columbia, including 
General Nelson A. Miles, of the Army, and Admiral 
George Dewey, of the Navy, has been appointed to urge 
the matter on Congress. The proposed change will re- 
quire an amendment to the Constitution, and a joint 
resolution looking to that end has already been adopted 
by the Senate.

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The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department 
announces that the Secretary of the Navy. having de- 
cided to fit the masts of all new vessels, and those being 
refitted at navy yards With wireless telegraphic appara- 
tus, the Bureau is considering the enlistment and train- 
ing of electricians who are specially fitted for its opera- 
tion and is giving the preference to the enlisted men in 
the Navy who are competent electricians. Applications 
for this assignment should be made at once to the Bu- 
reau, stating what experience the applicant has had and 
forwarding any recommendations, testimonials, etc. All 
applications must be American born or naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States. 





Colonel Grimm, an officer of the Russian Army, has 
been sentenced to death by a court-martial at Warsaw 
on conviction of having systematically betraveu military 
secrets to a foreign power. It is alleged that Colonel 
Grimm, durin ten years, has revealed to Germany every 
plan prepared by Russia, in the eventuality of war be- 
tween the two countries. The discovery was due to Col- 
onel Grimm’s wife, who denounced her husband, in re- 
venge for his having paid court to another woman. Gen- 
eral Puzyrevski, the commander at Warsaw, is suspected 
of being implicated with Colonel Grimm. 


All records of speed in the enactment of pension leg- 
islation were broken by the House of Representatives on 
March 15, when 2Zv private bills of that character were 
passed in 110 minutes, or more than two a minute. 
Since the beginning of the present session of Congress 
5,672 private pension bills have been ‘utroduced, and it is 
morally certain that with the close of the present fiscal 
year there will be at least one million names on the pen- 
sion rolls.

Major Paul St. C. Murphy, U. 8. M. C., has been 
detailed for service on the Island of Guam, and goes 
out in command of a detachment of Marines destined 
for service at Cavite. The marines on duty at that 
point, and who have been on duty since 1899, will be 
relieved and sent home as soon as the new battalion 
arrives in the Philippines. Major Murphy will relieve 
Major Harry K. White, U. 8. M. C., now in command 
of the barracks at Guam. This latter officer has been 
abroad since September, 1900. , 
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The Secretary of War has received from Mr, Herbert 
Welsh, a professional philanthropist of Philadelphia, a let- 
ter in which he repeats at great length the stories which 
he and his class haye been so eagerly circulating concern- 
ing the alleged cruelties practiced upon the innocent 
natives by our soldiers in the Philippines. This letter 
recalls the story once told us by an Army officer con- 
cerning a Philadelphia namesake of this Mr. Welsh—the 
late William Welsh, who was appointed by General Grant 
an Indian Commissioner. This Mr. Welsh, being about 
to leave an Indian reservation, which he had been visit- 
ing, called his aboriginal wards together and made them 
a speech, in the course of which he said that he was 
about to leave for Washington where he should meet 
the Great Father; that he had the ear of the Great 
Father, and that he should be glad to communicate to 
him any request the Indians might desire to tender. On 
this, up arose one of the Indians, who had been for 
some time expressing cynical doubts as to this particular 
white man, and asked Mr. Welsh if it was true that he 
had the ear of the Great Father. Mr. Welsh replied that 
it was true. “Then,” thundered the interrogator, “show it 
to us.” Mr. Welsh, not being able to promptlv produce 
the ear in question, and his explanation as to the use of 
the language of metaphor not being understood, the In- 
dian turned to the assembled braves and said: “It is just 
as I told you, this man is a liar like all of the other white 
men.” This was certainly not true of Mr. William Welsh, 
nor are we prepared to pass so harsh a judgment upon 
the present Mr. Welsh, but he certainly does display in 
the letter we have referred to a great alacrit~ and an 
obvious delight in spreading the lies of other people. The 
stories he tells are not new, nor are they true as present- 
ing a correct impression as to the actual facts. The only 
authorities he gives in support of his loose statements 
are W. H. Clark, a retired soldier of the 18th Inf., and 
R. D. Epps, a teacher in the Philippines. The character 
of Clark’s statements has been fully exposed, and it is 
made apparent by his assertion, quoted by Mr. Welsh, 
that “the water-cure has been administered to thousands 
of natives in the Philippines, at least in Panay.” As 
to Mr. Epps we know nothing except that his only con- 
tribution to the subject is the story of an unnamed sol- 
dier which is an obvious lie, and is so characterized by 
General Funston. Fortunately, for the truth of history. 
Mr. Welsh is a gentleman who has the least credit where 
he is best known, while the real state of the case 
has been fully presented by officers of our Army who 
are not only conversant with the facts, but who have the 
training of mind, as well as the character, which gives 
absolute authority to their statements as accurate as well 
as truthful. Mr. Welsh is well known in Philadelphia 
as one of those fussy, self-opinionated men who, by virtue 
of their persistent intermedddling in matters they do not 
understand, come to consider themselves as individuals 
of public importance. 
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It looks as though the supporters of the Ship Subsidy 
Bill, which passed the Senate on March 17 by a vote of 
42 to 31, had silenced the strongest objection to the meas- 
ure by accepting the amendment proposed at the end of 
the debate by Mr. Hanna. This amendment provides that 
the subsidies and other benefits allowed by the bill shall 
not be extended to any foreign-built ship and that no for- 
eign built vessel shall hereafter be admitted to American 
registry. This stipulation is a sufficient reply to the pro- 
test that the adoption of the subsidy system would benefit 
foreign shipbuilders by enabling them to place their ves- 
sels under American registry and draw money upon their 
tonnage in subsidy allowances, and it is a concession 
which cannot but weaken the opposition to the bill in the 
House. The measure in its present form provides for a 
yearly expenditure not to exceed $5,000,000 until July 1, 
1907, and a gross yearly expenditure not in excess of $8,- 
000,000 after that date. It is also stipulated that con- 
tracts for carrying the mails on terms calling for the 
payment of subsidies shall not be made for periods extend- 
ing beyond 1920 and that the steamships carrying mails 
under subsidy allowances shall be suitable for auxiliary 
cruisers in time of war, the Government to have the right 
to take such vessels for purposes of the public defense 
on fair valuation. The friends of the subsidy project 
have undoubtedly made progress. The bill as it now 
stands is less subject to opposition than ever before, and 
under ordinary circumstances it could hardly fail of en- 
actment. But the House opposition is an unknown quan- 
tion, and conditions in that body are such that this im- 
portant measure of national policy may encounter insur- 
mountable obstacles in the angry controversy which has 
arisen over other legislative projects. ‘The friends of 
the bill will await the action of the House with hope 
but not without solicitude. 








Major Gen. Elwell S. Otis, U. S. A., has added his 
testimony to that of the other officers and civilians 
who have appeared before the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines, and it may all be summed up in his terse 
statement that the withdrawal of American authority 
would turn the islands over to anarchy. General Otis, 
speaking from his experience as former commander of 
the United States Army in the Philippines and as mili- 
tary Governor, declares that the leading Filipinos sin- 
cerely desire the continued occupation of the islands 
by the United States, that the great majority of the 
natives want peace and that they admit that they have 
enjoyed a larger measure of liberty under American 
control than ever before. To the charge that the Amer- 
ican troops have been needlessly cruel in their treat- 
-*ment of captive Filipinos, General Otis replies that 
prisoners have received the greatest kindness; and as 
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to the capacity of the natives for self rule he quotes 
the statement made to him by a leading Filipino in re- 
sponse to a similar inquiry—the reply being that his peo- 
ple would be fit for self-government “in about 100 
years.” General Otis estimates that 25,000 soldiers 
will be sufficient to maintain American authority in the 
islands, supported by a native force properly trained 
and officered. The malcontents who instigated the 
present inquiry with the hope of showing that the con- 
duct of the war in the Philippines has been character- 
ized by cruelty on the part of the Americans are enti- 
tled to all the comfort they can extract from the testi- 
mony of General Otis. To fair-minded, patriotic readers 
it is merely an addition to the mountain of evidence 
showing that the military operations of the United 
States in the Archipelago have been conducted with a 
degree of forbearance and mercy entirely without paral- 
lel in modern warfare. Our Fort Douglas correspon- 
dent reports that in a conversation concerning the Phil- 
ippines while at that post General MacArthur said that 
“the war in the Philippines has been conducted with ex- 
ceptional generosity and consideration for the natives, 
who, while they were never acknowledged as belligerents, 
have always received the same treatment as if recognized 
belligerents. Every right under the laws of war has 
been extended to them and every case of violation of the 
laws of war by American troops which, however, were 
very rare, considering the number of men employed, was 
rigidly investigated and received action that was always 
prompt and drastic. The American people have no mis- 
givings as to the conduct of their troops in the Philip- 
pines.” 








The Buffalo Sunday News praises the Naval Academy 
for its “individuality worthy of the highest commenda- 
tion” in taking the view that boat racing is a sport to 
be enjoyed through an athletic season just as football 
or baseball is, and not a sport to be confined to one 
big annual race or regatta, on which all effort is con- 
centrated after a long season of solitary and almost 
professional preparation, a plan followed by the various 
colleges after the fashion set by the English universities. 
The Naval Academy holds, on the contrary, that row- 
ing is a game of the same type as other forms of ath- 
letic sport and should be treated on the same basis. 
In preference to filing a formal protest against the pro- 
fessional and unsatisfactory aspects of the “annual 
regatta” method Annapolis has started in and has made 
dates for a series of rowing contests with various col- 
leges this spring precisely like a baseball or football 
schedule, the various races coming along at intervals 
of a week or so through the spring term in a most in- 
teresting and satisfactory way. “In this effort to change 
boat racing and rowing in general from a semi-profes- 
sional sport into an athletic game the crew of the 
United States Naval Academy deserves the cordial sup- 
port of every intelligent college man and athlete in 
the country,” says the News. “Nothing that could be 
done for the rowing interests of the American college 
world would be better for the spirit and enjoyment of 
that form of athletics than to separate it from the 
professional and British idea of a long solitary period 
of training for a single supreme effort at an ‘annual re- 
gatta.’” Rowing should be made a game.”

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It is very evident that “Prof. J. H. Wylie” is not 
a believer in the ninth commandment, if we may judge 
from what he is reported to have said at a meeting held 
in Denver, Col., to urge the selection of mineral water 
or some similar fluid, at the christening of the U. S. S. 
Denver, in place of the conventional champagne. We 
are not informed as to what particular professorship this 
gentleman devotes his time and talent, but it is obviously 
not®one that calls for accuracy of statement. According 
to the report of his speech in the Denver Post he said: 
“While in our Navy we have the principle of prohibition 
applied, by order of John D. Long, our land forces are 
the most drunken on the face of the earth. Our Army is 
more dissipated in the habits of its members than the 
Army of any other country on the globe. I am ready 
to prove these statements if anyone uisputes them. At 
the close of the Civil War the Army was a safer place 
for a young man than the streets of Denver. It had been 
proved on fields of battle that a drunken soldier is 
worthless. But now drinking .s the rule all through, 
and a mother would better see her boy shot than entering 
such service.” In reply to this a gentleman present, 
Rev. I. J. Keator, suggester very pertinently that it had 
been shown on fields of battle that American soldiers 
could shoot tremendously straight, an impossible feat ofr 
dissipated men, and he thought that such statements 
should be made with extreme care. As “Professor Wylie” 
seems anxious to have an opportunity to prove his state- 
ment, we do not only challenge it but will agree to pay 
one hundred dollars to any charitable fund he may desig- 
nate if he succeeds in doing so.

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The discussion as to the need for reprinting the Army 
Regulations each year has arisen again. The 
JOURNAL recommended this a year ago as the only escape 
from the condition of confusion in which the frequent 
changes in the Regulations soon place an officer. The 
changes that are constantly being made in the laws, 
in the station and condition of the Army, makes fre- 
quent alterations of the Regulations not only unavoida- 
ble but desirable, but when the publication of the book 
is at such long intervals, an officer who gets all the 
Army Orders and who spends much time in hard work 
trying to keep abreast of the changes has a difficult 





time of it. As half of the officers of the Service ar 
not furnished the Army Orders directly, but must cop. 
sult an office file at their post or company, it woul 
seem that such officers could not possibly keep their 
regulations up to date. The only fair and efficient way 
is for the Government to reprint the whole of the 
Regulations, in an inexpensive form, each January, with 
the regularity that formerly attended the printing of 
the. annual Army Register. The British Regulations 
are printed each year in paper covers and with a mar. 
ginal line to cal] attention to such paragraphs as ap 
new during the year, or to catch the eye in places where 
marked alteration has been made. 
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The bill, S. 3917, to increase the efficiency of the Army 
contains a clause which will, if the bill becomes a law, 
materially benefit electrician sergeants. This increase; 
the number of electrician sergeants to 125, and ives 
them the pay and allowance of a first-class sergeant of 
the Signal Corps. The School of Submarine Defense 
at Fort Totten has been equipped with costly apparatus 
for the use of electrician sergeants and candidates, anj 
Major C. D. Parkhurst, Artillery, U. 8S. A., a capable 
officer, detailed as instructor. It is obvious that with the 
six months’ course of technical study at the school the 
men, who at the start have considerable knowledge of 
the subjects, will vecome practical] electricians. Tho 
value of the course is shown by the fact that a number 
of the men, upon completion of their term of enlistment, 
have heretofore found employment in the electrical trade 
outside of the Army. The grade of electrician sergeant 
was established but a short time ago, and has already 
demonstrated its importance to the Army, and undoubt- 
edly will continue to do so in a more practical way as 
time goes on, and electricity becomes more generally 
used in seacoast defense.

President Roosevelt has submitted to the Senate two 
additional veto messages which show that he is strongly 
opposed to lowering the tone of the Military Service by 
granting honorable discharges to officers and men who 
have been dishonorably discharged. One of the rejected 
bills was for the benefit of Charles H. Hawley, late 16th 
Connecticut Volunteers, who was dismissed for tendering 
his resignation in the face of the enemy, and the othier 
was in behalf of James W. Howell, late 44th Illinois Vol- 
unteers. Of Hawley’s case the President says that it is in 
the highest degree unwise to reverse an order of dismissal 
from the Army issued nearly forty years ago. The other 
man, James W. Howell, 44th Ill. Vols., was convicted of 
mutiny, dishonorably discharged and sentenced to hard 
labor in prison for several years. The President justly 
remarks that it is entirely unlikely that there is now, thir- 
ty-seven years after the event, a better opportunity to 
pass a fair judgment on the facts than there was then. 
He adds that the value of an “honorable discharge” to the 
soldier is cheapened every time it is granted to an unde- 
serving man.

Capt. George McK. Williamson, Q. M. Dept., U. 5.

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The War Department is unable to formulate a definite 
sc the return of troops from the Philippines on 
accoun! the uncertainty of the transport service. It 
has been ‘Mefinitely decided, however, as we stated in the 
Army AND Navy JOURNAL several weeks ago, that all of 
the regiments mow in the Philippines, which left this 
country in 1899, are to be brought home prior to Oct. 
1, 1902. The 3d Infantry is probably now en route to 
this country, although the War Department has not of- 
ficially been informed of the sailing of the regiment from 
Manila. Some time ago General Chaffee cabled the De- 
partment that the Third would sail on the 15th of 
March, and according to officials at the Department, there 
js no reason to suppose that this program was not car- 
ried out. The 29th Infantry will sail from San Fran- 
cisco for Manila on the transport Sheridan, April 1. 
Under the new rule of the Secretary of War all regiments 
sent to the Philippines from this time will be given tours 
of two years’ service in the Archipelago. It is utterly 
impossible for the War Department yet to give any in- 
formation relative to the future stations in this country 
of the regiments ordered home from the Philippines. It 
‘is safe to say, however, that some of the regiments which 
arrive in the near future will go to the Department of 
Texas. Others are to be assigned to the Department of 
the Columbia, General Corbin was this week informed 
that the headquarters, band and First and Third Battal- 
ions of the 20th Infantry, which recently returned from 
the Philippines left San Francisco, March 18th, for Fort 
Sheridan, Il. He has also been informed that 283 re- 
cruits left New York on the same day in charge of Maj- 
or Torrey, 24th Inf., and seven other officers, for Fort 
Crook, Where they will be assigned to the 2d Infantry.

‘The Army uniform board has been holding daily ses- 
sious this week and, it is stated, has already accom- 
plished much and decided upon several somewhat radical 
changes in the uniform and equipment of officers and 
enlisted men. Lieutenant General Miles, who has al- 
ways taken great interest in uniform matters, has turned 
over to the board all the data collected by him during the 
past few years. The sub-committees on equipment are: 
Major William M. Black, C. E.; Capt. Parker W. West, 
lith Cav.; Capt. Hugh J. Gallagher, S. D., and Capt. 
Lawson M. Fuller, O. D.: Uniform of the line; Col. 
Thomas H. Barry, A. G. Department; Lieut. Col. Marion 
P. Maus, A. D. C. to General Miles; Lieut. Col. Charles 
G. ‘Treat, commandant of cadets, and Capt. Joseph T. 
Dickman, 8th Cav.:- Uniform for the staff; Lieut. Col. 
William S. Patten, Q. M. D.; Col. Theodore A. Bingham, 
C. E..; Lieut. Col. John Van R. Hoff’ M. D., and Major 
George Scriven, S. C. It is practically certain that the 
board will recommend that the full dress helmet be abol- 
ished, that the shoulder knots worn by officers with 
full dress will be done away with and that some new 
shoulder insignia be adopted which will have no bulk, 
and yet add to the appearance of the uniform. The rank 
of ollicers will probably be shown on their full dress coats 
by gold lace on the sleeves. It is also said that the 
board will recommend that riding trousers for both 
officers and men be uniformly made of khaki and in no 
case of cloth. We are not convinced, however, that this 
last change has been decided upon by the board. The 
plan of having an interchangeable coat for either dress 
or undress wear has been abandoned by the board. Not 
only are a majority of its members opposed to the idea, 
but many protests have been received from the Army at 
large against such a garment.

The officers of the Navy Department feel much en- 
couraged at the manner in which the naval engineer 
problem is working itself out on board ship.

Of the absurd report, to which we referred to last 
week, that Capt. Powell Clayton, Jr., of the 11th Cav., 
was wihle lieutenant of the 5th Cavalry, relieved from 
duty as military attaché in the city of Mexico last Decem- 
ber, because of social ostracism folowing a refusal to fight 
a duel, the Mexican Herald, one of the principal papers 
published in Mexico, says in its issue of March 12: “A 
cable message has been sent from Washington referring 
indirectly and vaguely to, and incidentally denying, a 
story which seems to have originated at New York to the 
effect that Capt. Powell Clayton, while here in the capa- 

of military attaché of the United States Embassy, 
delined a challenge to a duel. The story can provoke 
nothing but a smile here, as it is well known that the 
practice of duelling has died out in Mexico and that no 
challenge now passes with the serious expectation of its 
being accepted. But, specifically the story is wholly and 
absolutely without foundation of any kind or sort, or, 


in other words, is simply a fabrication out of whole 
cloth. Captain Clayton while here enjoyed the greatest 
esteem and popularity both in Mexican and foreign cir- 
cles, and, on the eve of his departure to join his regi- 
ment for services in the Philippines, was the guest of 
honor at a large banquet attended by all that is best 
socially in the capital.” Captain Clayton was relieved 
from duty as military attaché at his own request, to en- 
able him to join his new regiment and organize his own 
troop. He left the City of Mexico early in last August, 
and after recovering from an operation performed at 
West Point, N. Y., later in the month rejoined the 
llth Cavalry, at Fort Myer, Va., in October, 1901, 
where he remained on duty until January, 1902, when 
he sailed for Manila with the squadron to which he was 
attached. 





Some very important assignments of general officers of 
the Army to the command of Military Departments in 
this country were made this week. Upon the retirement 
from active service of Major Gen. Elwell 8S. Otis on 
March 25, Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur will be relieved 
from the command of the Department of the Colorado and 
assigned to command the Department of the Lakes. 
Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, on the same day, will as- 
sume command of the Department of the Colorado with 
headquarters at Denver and Brig. Gen. William A. 
Kobbé, the command of the Department of the Dakotas, 
with headquarters at St. Paul, Minn. Upon being re- 
lieved from duty as president of the Army Uniform Board 
Brig. Gen. Hughes will be assigned to the command of 
the Department of California, relieving Major Gen. Sam- 
uel B. M. Young, who has been ordered to Washington 
to be the first president of the newly established Army 
War College. 





Brigadier General Jacob H. Smith, U. 8. A., com- 
manding in Samar, reports that he has arranged an arm- 
istice with General Guevarra, who succeeded Lukban as 
insurgent commander, to facilitate the surrender of Gue- 
varra’s men and the collection of their rifles. The number 
of rifles and men at Guevarra’s disposal is estimated at 
400 and it has been agreed that he shall receive $30 for 
each rifle turned over to the American authorities. The 
surrender of Guevarra is attributed to the efforts of 
General Lukban, the insurgent leader in Samar, who is 
now a prisoner in the hands of the Americans and who 
claims to be exerting himself to induce his followers to 
put down their arms. With this latest surrender the 
pacification of Samar is regarded as practically com- 
pleted, thus solving what Major General Chaffee, Com- 
manding the Division, is quoted as describing as “the 
toughest problem of the war.”

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Among some of the recent model guns under manufac- 
ture at the Watervliet Arsenal are eleven 12-inch B. L. 
Rifles, Model 1900. These are forty calibers in length, 
being an increase of five calibers over the model of 1895. 
The powder chamber is cvlindro-conical. Two sets of 
worms and worm wheels for operating mechanism are 
being made, one having a double thread and the other a 
triple thread, in order to permit of making a comparative 
test as to speed and power of operating the breech mech- 
anism. Forty-six 6-inch R. F. guns, Model 1900, are also 
being manufactured. These guns are 50 calibers in length, 
being an increase over Model 1897 of 5 calibers. They are 
intended for pillar mounts, are without trunions, and re- 
coil in cradles. All 1.65-inch Hotchkiss mountain guns 
have been altered for percussion firing. This makes this 
gun, which has always been considered a very valuable 
gun in mountain service, a thoroughly up to date weapon. 

Practically all of the vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant in the Army, caused by the Act of Feb. 2, 
1901, have now been filled and the War Department will 
probably make announcement of the lineal rank of the 
officers of that grade some time within the next two 
weeks. As nothing has been heard from 2d Lieut. Paul 
D. Stockly, 21st Inf., since his mysterious disappearance 
in the Philippines on January, 1901, his name has been 
stricken from the Army Register and the vacancy thus 
caused will be filled. 





After several conferences and not a little talk the ma- 
jority leaders in both houses of Congress have agreed up- 
on a measure which provides for a twenty per cent re- 
duction on imports from Cuba, this arrangement to con- 
tinue until Dec. 1, 1903. This plan, while it will af- 
ford some degree of relief for the Cuban sugar industry, 
is unsatisfactory to the friends of Cuba, who declare that 
it is altogether inadequate to the industrial needs of the 
island. On the other hand, it is displeasing to a powerful 
element in both houses which is opposed to making any 
concessions whatsoever to Cuba, and it is by no means 
certain that the measure will pass. It is distinctly in the 
nature of a compromise and satisfactory to nobody. 








The Secretary of War has decided that no more trans- 
ports will said from New York for Manila by the way of 
the Suez Canal, and that troops ordered home from the 
Philippines will come by the way of San Francisco. The 
expense of sending troops from New York has been ex- 
ceedingly great to the Government and now that traffic be- 
tween this country and the Philippines is daily growing 
less the time has come, it is thought, when all men and 
stores can be sent from San Francisco. This decision 
of the Secretary practically brings to an end the trans- 
port service on the Atlantic Ocean. 

It is announced at the War Department that General 
Chaffee has convened a board of officers to meet at 
Manila at the call of the president, Col. Charles F'. Hum- 
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phrey, A. Q. M. General, for the purpose of 
steps for the clearing of ground, laying out lines 
wagon roads, outlining a water and sewer system, loca 
sites for buildings and preparing plans for the 
tion of a new military post near the city. The 
lishment of this post has long been under consideration 
the War Department and was urgently recommended 
Adjutant General Corbin upon his return from the 
ippines. 
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The Navy Department has been informed that the fol- 
lowing officers of the Navy have successfully passed their 
examinations for promotion to the grade: Lieut. Comdr. 
W. H. H. Southerland, Comdr. John D. Ford, Lieut. 
Comdr. James H. Bull and Lieutenants Frank M. Ben- 
nett and Harold P. Norton. Comdr. Bull has for some 
months been under treatment at the Naval Hospital at 
New York, as a result of a fall from the dome of the 
Government Building at Buffalo. He has been assigned 
to duty as assistant to the inspector in charge of the 
Seventh Light House District, at Key West, Fla. 


Mr. A. G. Van Sittart, British Consul at New Orleans, 
La., has applied to the Mayor of that city for police pro- 
tection for his office and residence which he believes to be 
in danger of an attack from sympathizers with the Boers. 
The Secretary of State has notified the Mayor of New 
Orleans and the Governor of Louisiana of the matter and 
asked them to take necessary precautions against lawless 
proceedings. It is interesting in this connection to note 
that a firm of contractors at St. Joseph, Mo., has just 
received an order for 12,000 horses—presumably for the 
British Army—which it undertakes to deliver at the 
rate of 500 per month.

The effect of the recent decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals sitting at St. Louis in the case of Peter C. Deming 
may be more far-reaching than has even been supposed. 
If this decision is upheld by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, as we believe it will be, it will probably be 
applied to officers and men of the Philippine Scouts and 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of- Infantry which are 
“other forces” in the same sense as were the Volunteer 
regiments, and thus exempt from trial by courts com- 


posed in part or wholly of officers of the Regular Army. 











The Secretary of War has authorized the issue of 
medals of honor, awarded by the MacArthur board to 
officers and enlisted men for distinguished services in 
the field, to the next of kin in case the man is now de 
ceased, This action will be taken upon the presentation 
of the proper evidence establishing the fact of kinship. 
The Secretary rendered this decision in the case of 
former Private John C. Wetherby, Co. L, 4th Inf., who 
was awarded a medal of honor for bravery on the field 
of battle. Wetherby has since died and the Secretary 
has directed that the medal be given to his next of kin.

The bill, H. R. 12804, making appropriations for the 
support of the Army for fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, 
was reported by Mr. Hull from the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on March 20, and committed to the 
Committee of the Whole House on the State of the 
Union.

A correspondent asks whether there is any chance in

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Outside of Samar and the provinces of Batangas, La- 
guna and ‘ayabas in the island of Luzon, the militar, 
situation in the Philippines is extremely quiet, thoug! 
all signs indicate a steady improvement in general con- 
ditions, foreshadowing the entire pacification of the ter- 
ritory soon after the approaching close of the rainy sea- 
son. ‘The aggressive campaign of Brig. Gen. Jacob H. 
Smith, U. 8. A., commanding in Samar is rapidly pro- 
ducing the desired results in that island. The capture of 
Lukban, the insurgent chief, has demoralized his follow- 
ers and means the early suppression of the insurrection. 
Lukban is still held prisoner at Catbalogan, and pro- 
tests that he is doing his utmost to persuade his subor- 
dinate officers who are still in arms to surrender to the 
American forces. The insurgents are surrendering in in- 
ereasing numbers. Among those who have recently done 
so is Major Rosales, third in command under Lukban, 
who says that the struggle is almost over. Major Gen. 
Adna RK. Chaffee, U A., commanding the Military 
Division of the Philippines, recently made a tour of the 
principal ports of Samar and complimented General 
Smith upon the effective work accomplished bv his com- 
mand. General Chaffee also thanked the native officials 
of Catbalogan for their successful co-operation with the 
American troops. It is frankly acknowledged by the 
insurgent prisoners at Oatbalogan, several hundred in 
number, that they are faultlessly cared for by the Ameri- 
can military authorities, from whom they receive an 
abundance of food, clothing and medical attendance. 
One of the active spirits among the insurgents in the 
island is believed to be an American named , who 
was dishonorably discharged from the 43d U. S. Volun- 
—_ and who is said to hold a commission in the rebel 

rmy. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., commanding in 
the disaffected provinces of Luzon is making steady pro- 
gress against the scattered forces of Malvar, the insurgent 
commander-in-chief. Surrenders of insurgents are re- 
ported almost daily and the rebels are hopelessly demor- 
alized, having dissolved into roving bands with little or 
no semblance of organization. Among the most import- 
ant of the prisoners recently taken are Prudencio Malvar, 
brother of the rebel commander, and Major Laviste, head 
of the insurgent commissary in Batangas. With these 
officers were taken one captain, two lieutenants, two 
corporals and seventeen enlisted men, together with 
eighteen rifles, two revolvers and a lot of ammunition. 
At Calamba, Batangas, on Feb. 10, Col. Jacob Kline, 
21st Inf., U. S. A., captured two lieutenants, thirteen 
enlisted men and eleven rifles. On Feb. 12 he received 
the surrender of one captain, fourteen enlisted men, 
three rifles and several bolos. 

Lieut. Col. George S. Anderson, 6th Cav., U. S. A., 
captured the insurgent Major Reyes, together with two 
officers, eighteen enlisted men and seventeen rifles, near- 
Lipa, Batangas, on Feb. 7. On the following day Col- 
one] Anderson received the surrender of Major Antonio 
Madingura, five captains, six lieutenants, 68 enlisted men, 
35 rifles and 41 bolos. Lieut. Col. Domingo Ramos sur- 
rendered at San Vablo, Batangas, on Feb. 14. He 
brought with him seven lieutenants and two non-com- 
missioned officers. Lieut. A. C. Williams-Foote, Phil- 
ippiné Scouts, and six enlisted men of the 21st Inf., U. 
S. A., were ambushed near Lake Taal, Batangas, on Feb. 
7, by Col. Valentine Burgeos and a band of 70 insurgents. 
The rebels were routed, leaving ten dead on the field, the 
Americans suffering no casualties. 

In Tayabas and Laguna it is the same story of de- 
moralization and surrender on the part of the insurgents. 
Caballos, the rebel commander in these provinces, is 
hiding in the mountains and his force is broken into 
seattering bands. His central cuartel was destroyed 
early in February by Capt. Traber Norman, 8th Inf., 
U. S. A., and a detachment who found it an almost inac- 
cessible ravine in a mountain range. The rebels in 
charge of the place took to flight. Three buildings wer2 
destroyed, together with ten tons of rice, a large amount 
of salt, coffee, preserved meats, two sewing machines, 
and nearly 200 insurgent uniforms. Lieut. Paul 
McCook, 2d Inf., U. S. A., and a detachment had a 
sharp encounter with sixty bolomen in the mountains 
of Southern Tayabas on Jan. 28, capturing three men, 
two ritles and twelve bolos. 

One of the fiercest engagements in Batangas since the 
beginning of the present campaign took place near Nag- 
carlang on Feb. 5 between a large body of insurgents 
under Cot. Tomas Virey and Cos. M and F, of the 8th 
Inf., commanded by Lieut. John F. James and Lieut. 
William FE. Hunt respectively. The American troops 
attacked at daylignt, surprising the rebels and routing 
them after a sharp fight in which five insurgent officers 
and seven men were killed and a large number wounded. 
The insurgent quarters were destroyed, together with 
16,000 rounds of ammunition and 150 uniforms. Colonel 
Virey escaped, but his family, his personal papers and six 
rifles fell into the hands of the Americans. 

Conditions in the province of Cavite are somewhat un- 
certain. While nominally pacified and under civil rule, 
large numbers of insurgents have entered the province 
from Batangas and Laguna, and it is charged that Cavite 
has become a hot-bed of insurrection. Roving bands of 
outlaws are committing numerous crimes and it is charged 
in Manila that the insurgents have several recruiting 
stations in the province. The Philippines Constabulary 
are co-operating effectively with the troops in suppressing 
these marauders, and they are highly commended by the 
American military authorities. 

Capt. Arthur M. Edwards, Subsistence Department, 
U. S. A. gave a dinner party at the Army and Navy 
Club in Manila on the evening of Feb. 5. His guests 
included Capt. Frank DeW. Ramsey, Lieutenant Wooa- 
ruff and Lieutenant Wilson, all of the Army; Miss 
McCaskey, Miss Woodruff, and the Misses Goodman. 

Major Cornelius Gardener, U. S. A., Governor of 
Lucena province and Mrs. Gardener gave a large recep- 
tion and ball in the provincial building on New Year's 
eve. The guests, more than 250 in number, included all 
the officers and ladies of the local Army post, together 
with many from neighboring towns and pueblos, Mrs. 
Gardener is comparatively a newcomer in the province, 
but has already become immensely popular with every- 
body including the leading Filipino women of the neigh- 
borhood. 

The “Society in the Orient of the Sons of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution” has been organized in Manila with a 
membership of twenty-six to begin with. Lieut. Col. 
Harry L. Haskell, U. S. A., presided, and Brig. Gen. 
Joseph C. Breckinridge, Inspector General, U. 8. A., who 
was present was made first president in_spite of his 
protest that he was obliged to sail for the United States 
the next day. Lieut. Col. George G. Greenough, U. S. A.. 
was elected vice-president. 

Cable advices from Manila state that Major Gen. Adna 
R. Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding Military Division of the 
' Philippines, has signed an executory contract for the pur- 
chase of_a site for an Army post at a point seven miles 
up the Pasig River. The site is a mile and a quarter 
wide by two miles and a half long. It is on 
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one side*by the Pasig River and on the other by La- 
guna de Bay. It is on high ground, and overlooking 
Manila. Building on this site will commence ag soon as 
the purehase has been approved by ls 

The Manila Times has this to say of Col. Arthur L. 
Wagner, A. G. Department, who was recently relieved of 
duty in the Philippines: “Colonel Wagner rs an en- 
viable record and has made many friends in these islands, 
who, while regretting his departure, rejoice with him in 
his good fortune in being returned to the States.” 

Here is a blunt expression of opinion, not to say of 
prophecy, from the Manila American: “The Army and 
Navy will lay the Pacific Cable and the United States 
will own and operate it. That will give general satisfac- 
tion.” 

Gibera, an insurgent colonel, has issued a proclamation 
in the Island of Samar declaring he has succeeded General 
Lukban, who was captured by the Americans, and that, 
consequently, all orders now standing in the name of Luk- 
ban are void.

CAUTION TO SENTRIES. 


Major General Chaffee in commenting on the case of 
a Filipino native sentenced to be hanged, for the mur- 
der of Private John Q. A. Carter, Co. L, 12th U. S. Inf., 
in December last, says: “It appears that the accused 
was held as a prisoner under charge of larceny of a 
small amount of clothing; that he was sent under charge 
of a sentinel to the fields to cut bamboo with a bolo 
furnished him for the purpose, and that while so engaged 
he turned upon and with blows of his bolo killed the 
sentinel. a soldier of the 12th Infantry. 

“While some measure of mercy can be found for any 
person who kills another having lawful power of hold- 
ing him in a position of life-long degradation in order 
thereby to obtain his liberty; there can, however, be no 
justification whatever for taking the life of a fellow 
man merely to hasten the end of a temporary restraint 
of liberty. 

“This case should serve as an object-lesson to all 
soldiers charged with the duties of sentinels or guards 
over prisoners. To accord prisoners any confidence what- 
ever and especially when armed as was this accused, is 
not only a most serious breach of discipline deserving 





severe punishment, but invites danger of 
unthinking soldier who so forgets ‘his duty. CM the 
in this instance it is evident that the deceased soldier 
invited his own destruction by reposing confidence ip 
his armed prioenet.

SADDLE CLOTHS FOR ALL OFFICERS OF ENGINEERS. 


To be as now prescribed except that the edging of gold 
lace shall be replaced by enamel leather of scarlet 1 1-2 
inches in width with a piping of white 1-8 inch in width. 

The officers and enlisted men of the Corps of Engin- 
eers are authorized to wear khaki uniform and blue field 
blouse on guard duty, fatigue and drill.

Harry E. Remer, 13th Battery, Field Art., to escape 
from a Guardhouse, at Fort D. A. — nes 
on Jan. 1902, and that while on duty as of 
the Guard, having neglected to verify tae ier of 
prisoners in the Guardhouse, did nevertheless repor: 
said prisoners as secure to the »ficer of the Gay, 2d 
Lieut. S. L. Pike, 18th Inf., at J1 vu clock P. M., inspec- 
tion. It was also alleged that hc reported yy prisoners 
secure to the officer of the day, “6 Lieut. 8S. L. Pike, 18th 
Inf., at reveille roll call, on Jan. 29, 1902. 

The accused pleaded rot omit 1o the specifications 
and to the charge. The Court found him not guilty of 
the first specification, but guilty of the 21 and 3d speci- 
fications and the charge, and zentenced him to be re- 
duced to the ranks and to forfeit to the United States 
his pay for one mon 

General MacArthur in “reviewing the proceedings, says: 
“The foregoing case develops the fact that the tour of 
guard duty at Fort D. A. Russell, performed on Jan. 
Bth-29th last, was characterized by negligence on the 
part of all persons charged with inaintaining proper Gis- 
cipline and vigilance in the guard; a vhare of this neg- 
ligence devolving upon the officer of the day, the Ser- 
g«eant of the Guard, and the eo - of reliefs in pro- 
portion to their rank and responsibili 

“Unremitting vigilance in oy prisoners, how- 
ever securely confined, is the only safe-guard against 
escape. It should be secured by such detailed instruc- 
tions to subordinates that not only may make clear to 
all concerned the limits and nature 0% individual re- 
epensibilities, but that also may effectually fix accoun- 
tability in the event of prisoners escaping. In this «ase 
the evidence is conflicting and doe3 not determine wh> 
personally commanded the Guard and carried the keys 
at a certain time, nor what orders were received and 
transmitted in the chain of command, nor to what ex- 
tent and by whom infractions of those ‘orders were made. 

“The se.teuce is approved, but in view of the divided 
responsibility for the offense sommitted, and in view of 
the recommendation to clemency joined in by a majority 
of the members of the court, is remitted.

THE MASTERY OF THE PACIFIC, 


One has only to notice the general character of 
the leading measures before Congress to realize that 
the Nation has entered upon an era of large enterprises. 
Questions of internal policy no longer predominate. The 
country is prosperous and contented, domestic problems 
have been relegated to the background and the energies 
of statesmen are absorbed in colossal projects. which 
extend beyond our coasts and involve radical changes 
in our relations with the maritime powers of the world. 
Foremost among these projects are the construction of 
an isthmian canal, the laying of a cable across the 
Pacific, the re-creation of our merchant marine by the 
granting of fostering subsidies, the acquisition of the 
Danish West Indies and the firm establishing of Amer- 
ican control in the Philippines. Vitally and insepara- 
bly associated with these undertakings is the progressive 
and symmetrical enlargement of the naval establish- 
ment, not only in the number of our warships, but 
in the founding of naval stations at convenient points 
throughout the world where there shall be available 
ample docks, coal and other facilities to maintain the 
efficiency of the National fleet in time of need. In a 
word, the tremendous forces which have until recently 
been devoted to the development of our internal re 
sources, and which have placed the country upon its 
present high level of prosperity, have been partially 
diverted to the sea in quest of new outlets for the 
products of American industry. In spite of the great 
absorptive capacity of the home markets, the produc- 
tive enterprises of the United States must look beyond 
our own coasts for consumers for at least fifty per 
eent. of their output. And in this fact, together with 
he changes of commercial policy which it incidentally 
involves, is to be found the genesis of the Americar 
policy of expansion. a 

It is evident to the most superficial observer that the 
nighty projects in which the United States is now 
engaged will cause no revolutionary changes, either 
commercial or political, in the Atlantic. That ocean 
is already a fortified lake. Its points of vantage are 
already occupied, its islands are securely held by rival 
nations and the commerce which passes upon its waters 
has attained a volume which cannot be far from the 
maximum. It is to the Pacific Ocean, then, that we 
must look for the supreme results of the broad policy 
of commercial pioneering upon which the Nation has 
entered. Bordering upon this great ocean and its ad- 
jacent waters are nations containing half of the popu- 
lation of the earth. The trade rivalries of the world 
are rapidly centering in the Orient—in Asia, and in the 
vast island territories of the Pacific. The Europeans 
are alert to the opportunities there presented. Germany. 
England and France a dozen years ago engaged in a 
feverish competition for trade and territory, and it 
was not until they and other nations had acquired 
control of nearly all the important commercial foot- 
holds in those waters that the United States roused 
herself to the danger which threatened, and secured 
her future by annexing Hawaii and obtaining the im- 
measurably valuable harbor of Pago Pago in the Sa- 
moan island of Tutuila. 

An interesting—almost a prophetic—forecast of events 
which have happened since then appeared in an article 
by Rear Admiral—then Commodore—George W. Mel- 
ville, U. S. N., in the North American Review for 
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Russia is in a hurry about something or other. 


March, 1898. The special purpose of Admiral Melville's 
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article was to urge the annexation of Hawaii, which all demands will be made on the patriotism and public 


intelligent observers felt to be vital to American inter- 
ests in the Western ocean, and in support of his plea 
he submitted these propositions: First, that the great- 
est expansion of maritime commerce to come in the 
future would take place on the Pacific; second, that 
“the detached and distant situation” of the United 
States. which Washington relied. upon. to protect this 
country from internationa] complications, no longer ex- 
isted, having been completely overcome by the marine 
engine and modern ship-building; third, that while 
other nations were eagerly extending their island pos- 
sessions in the Pacific and securing positions of com- 
mercial advantage in the waters of that vast ocean, 
the United States alone remained indifferent and neg- 
lectful. 

Admiral Melville deplored this stupid policy of indif- 
ference, pointing out how the element of distance has 
been eliminated by the change from woden fleets which 
sailed ninety-three miles a day in 1800, to the modern 
steel cruiser with a speed rate of four hundred and 
twenty-five miles a day, and declared that it was the 
part “not only of national wisdom, but of national sal- 
vation for the United States to conserve and fortify 
that which remains to her advantage in location, by 
adequate coast defenses, by a powerful fleet and by 
the occupation, as opportunity shall come, of outlying 
islands.” To this plea he added an earnest word for 
the recreation of the merchant marine as a means of 
securing to America her proper share of the unfolding 
commerce of the Pacific, making it “a great fleet 
which the Nation, by wise laws, should foster and 
ee and by her armed forces afloat lead and 
guard.” 

Events have moved rapidly since Admiral Melville 
expressed the views we have quoted, and in a manner 
to prove that he was generously endowed with the gift 
of foresight if not of prophecy. Hawaii has become 
an American territory. In Samoa we have the most 
valuable harbor in the South Pacific. The Philippines 
have passed under the control of the United States, 
and these various possessions, together with Guam and 
Wake Island, have given us a position from which we 
may enter upon the impending struggle for the control 
of the Pacific Ocean without fear as to final results. 

An exceedingly valuable and timely survey of the 
elements and conditions involved in that struggle ap- 
pears in a volume entitled “The Mastery of the Pa- 
cific,” written by A. R. Colquhoun, and recently pub- 
lished by Macmillan. In this work the author has given 
a graphic outline of the history of the Pacific from the 
days of the first known navigator down to the present 
day with an intelligent discussion of the positions oc- 
cupied in that vast ocean empire, and in Asia proper 
by the United States, Great Britain, Holland, Ger- 
many and other nations. Four chapters are devoted to 
“The United States in the Pacific,” five to “Great 
Britain in the Pacific,” three to “The Dutch in the 
Pacific,” two to “Japan in the Pacific,” and one to 
“Germany, France, Russia and China in the Pacific.” 
Under these sub-divisions Mr. Colquhoun describes the 
possessions, policies, administrative methods and com- 
mercial tendencies of each of the nations concerned in 
the development of Pacific interests, and he deals at 
great length with the political conditions arising from 
this sharp international rivalry for control. The rela- 
tive importance of the contending nations, according to 
Mr. Colquhoun’s view, is indicated in the order as they 
are named above. He holds that neither Germany 
nor France is a successful colonizer in the Pacific, the 
French failing because of their extreme gregariousness 
and domesticity, and the Germans because they can- 
not realize that the first function of colonial officials is 
to serve trade and traders. Both Germany and France, 
it is pointed out, suffer in their colonies from the pre- 
ponderance of militarism and pedantry in their admin- 
istrative methods. The defects of the colonial policy 
of the Dutch are mistaken methods of education and a 
lack of enterprise because of which some of Holland’s 
most valudple possessions in the Pacific have become 
unprofitable. Japan’s ability to colonize, Mr. Colqu- 
houn believes, is now on trial in Formosa, and in the 
event of failure she is likely to find that rich island 
a burden instead of a blessing. Russia also is on trial 
in the regions bordering on the China Sea, and her 
failure, which is by no means impossible, would be be- 
cause the initiative all comes from the top instead of 
from the bottom, from the state rather than from the 
individual. 

As for Great Britain, it is held that “federation, con- 
svlidation and the development of naval power are the 
immediate and pressing necessities for her scattered 
empire,” and the author hopes that a common policy 
may bind Great Britain, the United States and Japan 
together for the welfare of their common interests. He 
continues: 

“The United States, in the opinion of the 
writer, will be the dominant factor in the Mastery of 
the Pacific. She has all the advantages, qualifications 
and some of the ambitions necessary for the role, and 
her unrivalled resources and fast increasing popula- 
tion provide the material for future greatness. She is, 
however, embarking on an entirely new phase in her 
career and is taking risks and responsibilities which she 
has hitherto been spared and which, if they are to be 
carried to a successful conclusion, demand certain sac- 
rifices and a remodelling of many of her most hide- 
bound conventions. A great deal of the machinery 
necessary for dealing with the complicated web of for- 
eign relations into which the United States has been 
drawn has yet to be created and organized, and large 
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“The new century dawns on a world in -which the 
aspirations of the idealists are as little realized as ever. 
The two great nations who speak the Hnglish tongue 
are both at war, engaged on and 
enterprises. And yet the writer urges them to further 
conflict, sounds the tocsin 
to prepare for a fresh struggle. 
no pause in the march of a great empire; it must ad- 
vance or decay—history has made that 
struggle for which the nations are preparing may 
step in the scale of the world’s progress in that it 
not involve the shedding of blood. Forethought, prepa- 
ration and sustained effort will be the only effective 
weapons in the coming conflict, and these alone will 
decide the Mastery of the Pacific.” 

One feature of Mr. Colquhoun’s work which is of 
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The author knows the Malay character as well per- 
haps as any BDuropean has ever known it, and while he 
is hopeful that we may be able to fit the Filipinos for 
self rule and develop them into industrious, loyal sub- 
jects, he is not altogether confident. But no man can 
read Mr. Colquhoun’s work without realizing that if 
we are to succeed in this hazardous undertaking it will 
be by adopting for the Philippines the wise, simple and 
honest administrative methods which have been the 
foundations of Great Britain’s colonial policy. 

“Experience,” says Mr. Colquhoun, “if America cares 
to profit by experience, shows that a paternal govern- 
ment is the one best suited to the Filipinos, because 
they understand it thoroughly and because it agrees with 
their customs and traditions. Democracy and Moham- 
medanism in their extfeme forms can hardly exist to- 
gether.” They have to be taught, that the new gov- 
ernment is master and must be obeyed, that it is hon- 
est and may be trusted, that it will redress their griev- 
ances, protect their lives and property and that it will 
interfere with their racial manners, institutions and 
sentiments as little as possible. Taxation must be as 
moderate as public needs will permit, corruption must 
be rigorously punished, and the entire administration 
must conform to a firm, consistent policy to be framed 
and carried through by men on the spot who are at 
all events aware of the difficulties to be encountered. 

Mr. Colquhoun deprecates the hasty efforts which 
have been made to establish civil institutions in the 
islands. We are in too much of a hurry to force the 
blessings of civilization upon their inhabitants. “It 
will take the Filipinos some time to believe that the 
Americans or any one else can be honest,” he con- 
tinues, for with so many things to unlearn since his 
escape from Spanish greed, the new Filipino may appear 
after a generation or two, but not much sooner. The 
sending of civil commissions to the islands, Mr. Colqu- 
houn regards as a blunder, as we have always contended 
that it was. To send another one would be still worse. 
What America should do, the author says bluntly, is to 
“make up her mind broadly as to her future relations 
to the Archipelago and then put her faith in the men 
who have already devoted so much of their time to the 
problem.” 

It is impossible within the limits of an ordinary re- 
view to deal adequately with Mr. Cloquhoun’s fascinat- 
ing study of Filipino character and Philippine con- 
ditions. But we commend his work to the serious at- 
tention of officers of the Army and the Navy, who will 
find in if a world of information and counsel concern- 
ing problems with which they will be called upon to deal. 
It is morally certain that the administration of affairs 
in the Archipelago will devolve in a great measure 
upon Army and Navy officers for a long time to come, 
and as Mr. Colquhoun has had wide experience in 
the British administrative service among Malay tribes, 
his conclusions as to the methods required in this work 
are entitled to our careful consideration. 

With the surrendér of Guevarra, who succeeded to the 
command of the insurgent forces in Samar after the 
capture of his chief, General Lukban, by the American 
troops, the campaign of Brigadier General Jacob H. 
Smith, U. 8. A., in that island is virtually ended. And 
a remarkable campaign it has been, remarkable alike 
for the energy and skill with which it was conducted as 
well as for the hardship and suffering, the weary march- 
ing and desperate fighting of the men engaged in it. Gen- 
eral Smith was assigned to the command of the Sixth 
Separate Brigade, operating in Samar, shortly after the 
massacre of Captain Thomas W. Connell and Company 
O, of the 9th U. S. Infantry at Balangiga, on Septem- 
ber 28, 1901, and from that time down to the present 
week he has relentlessly pursued a task as elusive, stub- 
born and heartbreaking as any that has arisen in any 
part of the Archipelago. He bad to do what Spain had 
failed to accomplish in three centuries—that was, to 
subdue the island thoroughly, to make its inhabitants 
understand what war meant and in that way imbue them 
with a fondness for peace. He therefore adopted the 
vigorous policy instituted by Brigadier General J. Frank- 
lin Bell, U. 8. A., commanding in Batangas, province in 
the island of Luzon, which, as described in the circular 
letter published in the Army AND Navy JourNat of Jan- 
uary 25, proposed that military operations should be 
conducted so as “to make the people want peace and 
want it badly.” Having convinced himself that the in- 
surrection in Samar was kept alive largely by means 
supplied by natives of wealth and influence, who out- 
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which we quoted on 
March 8, giving notice that his campaign would be con- 
ducted from that time forward in such a way as “to 
create in the minds of all the people a burning desire 
for the war to cease, a desire so intense, so personal 
and so real that it will impel them to devote themselves 
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effects entirely wholesome. We do not doubt that 
the history of the Philippine campaign is written 
work performed in Samar by “Uncle Jakey” Smith 
be recognized as one of the most difficult and brilliant 
all American achievements in the islands.

It has developed this week that Lieut. Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles recently submitted to the President an elabor- 
ate plan to bring to a peaceful termination the insurrec- 
tion of the natives of the Philippine Islands, and re- 
quested, in this connection, that he be assigned to duty 





this proposal to the President over a month ago and the 
plan was disapproved at the same time, the matter has 
been successfully kept quiet until this week, and even now 
the officials of the Government are unwilling to talk on 
the subject. The fact is admitted, however, and slowly 
the details of the entire scheme are being made public. 
We do not know but that General Miles’s, some 
merit and might at one time have be ot with 
some advantage. According to our’ ~ int tion, 
General Miles proposed to take with him to the Philip- 
pines six representative Cubans and the same number of 
Porto Ricans, who would be allowed freely to circulate 
among the Filipinos and tell them of the strength, wis- 
dom and beneficence of this Government. The General 
also suggested to the President, we understand, that it 
would be an excellent idea to send to this country ten 
or twelve of the better educated. Filipinos and let them 
see for themselves the impossibility of the insurrection 
ever being crowned with success against a powerful coun- 
try such as this. In other words General Miles would 
put in operation against tne Filipinos practically the 
same tactics he so successfully employed against the In- 
dians. Both the President and the Secretary of War, 
we are informed, disapproved of the plan. The time has 
now passed, they believe, when such a scheme could be 
operated with any degree of success. A majority of the 
better educated Filipinos are cognizant of the strength 
of this country and its form of Government and know 
full well that it would be utterly impossible to conquer 
without the aid of certain Congressman who, through 
their “anti-imperialistic” speeches keep alive the spirit 
of resistance of the Filipinos and undo, as well as they 
are able, the excellent work performed by the Army. 
What is regarded in Washington as the strange side to 
the matter is its publicity. It was agreed by all of those 
cognizant of General Miles’ offer to go to the Philippines 
that nothing would be given to the public relative to the 
incident. Consequently there was genuine surprise when 
the facts became public. It is understood that an in- 
vestigation has been instigated to fix the responsibility 
for the alleged breach of confidence. One of the princi- 
pal reasons why General Miles was not allowed to take 
command in the Philippines is that both the President 
and the Secretary of War regarded the work being done 
there under General Chaffee as eminently satisfactory. 
There is no doubt that the Archipelago has practically 
been pacified; the outbreaks now being sporadic and con- 
fined to isolated sections of the islands. Organized re- 
sistance to the authority of this country has long since 
ceased. 
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A court of inquiry was recently held at Manila for the 
purpose of investigating certain allegations respecting 
the official conduct of Major George B. Davis, of the 
Subsistence Department, while acting as Depot Com- 
missary at Manila. The court was convened at the ur- 
gent request of Major Davis. It consisted of Lieut. Col. 
C. A. P. Hatfield, 5th Oavalry; Lieut. Col. J. W. Dun- 
can, 13th Inf.; Major C. P. Terrett, 12th Inf, and 
Capt. Samson L. Faison, 13th Inf., recorder. It will be 
remembered that it was alleged by former Captain and 
commissary of Volunteers James C. Read, during his 
trial for irregularities in handling Government stores . 
and making Government contracts, that Major Davis, 
who was his predecessor, was the guilty party and that 
he (Read) was being made a scape-goat for another's 
faults. At that time Major Davis was in this country 
on sick leave of absence. Read was convicted and sen- 
tenced to serve a term in prison. He has only recently 
been released from Fort Leavenworth on heavy bond as 
a result of the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
case of Peter C. Deming. —

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; THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


The President has signed H. J. Res. 106, authorizing 
the Secretary of War to loan to the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety of the Sons of the American Revolution certain 
revolutionary trophies at Allegheny Arsenal. 

In compliance with a resolution of House and Senate, 
the President returned to them the bill H. R. 5224, to 
appoint Edward Kershner as a medical director in the 
Navy on the retired list. In both branches of Congress 
the bill was again passed, amended to appoint Dr. Kersb- 
ner a medical inspector on the retired list of the Navy. 
At the time his connection with the Navy ceased he was 
a medical inspector, and the error in the bill as at first 
passed, reinstating him as a medical director, was over- 
looked at the time of its passage. 

The Senate and House have passed H. J. Res. 161, 
authorizing the Secretary of War to loan tents to the 
Confederate reunion at Dallas, Tex., Apri 3 
the Senate has passed S.. 2545, amended to appropriate 
$3,000 for the purchase of Heitman’s Historical Register 
and printing 6,000 copies. 

The Senate has passed 8. 3317, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to retire, with the rank of Commander, Lieut. Rob- 
ert Platt, J. G. A report by the Secretary of the Navy, 
who approved the bill, says: “In consideration of long 
and faithful service in the Volunteer Navy, Mr. Plait 
was, by special act of Congress apvroved June 7, ap- 
pointed an acting master, not in the line of promotion, 
and when, by virtue of the act of March 3, 1883, the 
grade of master was changed to that of lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade), he became a lieutenant (junior grade), not in 
line of promotion. ‘The position occupied by Lieutenant 
Platt in the Navy is unique. On the 14th of March, 
1897, he reached tne age of 62 years, at which age he 
would, if of or above the rank of commander, have been 
placed on the retired list, but such action in the case of 
an officer of his rank is expressly prohibited by section 
1445 of the Revised Statutes. This officer would some 
years ago have attained the rank to which it is the pur- 
pose of the bill now to advance him, and would thereafter 
have received the pay of that grade, had it not been for 
the fact that he was not in the line of promotion, hav- 
ing been an acting officer only.” 

The Senate has passed S. 3360, amended to authorize 
the President to advance Lieut. Joseph M. Simms, Reve- 
nue Cutter Service, from first lieutenant to captain, on 
the “permanent waiting orders” list, for meritorious acts 
of public service and wounds received in the United States 
service. ‘The passage of the bill provides for the advance- 
ment of Lieutenant Simms to a grade which he would 
have attained but for physical failure, which failure was 
due to his wounds and arduous service. It will give him 
an increase in pay amounting to $300 a year. 

The Senate has passed S. 3791, amended so as to direct 
the Secretary of the Navy to ascertain the names of 
those entitled to receive the medal granted to officers 
and crew of the Kearsage, for sinking the Alabama, and 
to see that the medals are properly distributed. Also H. 
R. 299, to pay William C. Dodge of Washington, D. C., 
$10,000 for a cartridge machine furnished to the Ord- 
nance Department toward the close of the Civil War, and 
for the patents for this machine and for improvements in 
cartridges. Also H. R. 1980 appropriating $150,000 for 
a marine hospital at Savannah, Ga. Also H. R. 3148 
and H. R. 3136, each appropriating $125,000 for hospitals 
at Buffalo, N. Y., and at Pittsburg, Pa. Also a bill grant- 
ing a pension of $20 per month and $2 additional for a 
minor child to the widow of Lieut. John Morrison, Jr., 
4th U. 8S. Cav. 

The Senate Committee on the Library have reported 
without amendment S. 3060, appropriating $5,000 to in- 
close and beautify the monument on the Moores Creek 
battlefield, N. C. The Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals 
have reported adversely and the Senate has postponed 
indelinitely S. R. 45, providing for a board to investigate 
the practicability of constructing a canal across the Isth- 
mus of Darien. 

The House passed S. R. 68, passed by the Senate last 
week, to invite the Government and people of France 
and the families of Count de Rochambeau and Marquis 
de Lafayette to join in the dedication of the monument of 
Count de Rochambeau. On request of the Senate, how- 
ever, the vote was reconsidered and the resolution re- 
turned to the Senate, and there indefinitely postponed, 
the Senate in the meantime having passed H. J. Res. 162, 
which is practically identical with S. R. 68. 

The House has passed H. J. Res. 157, amended te re- 
quest the Secretary of War so far as compatible with the 
interest of the public service, to inform the House of any 
and all facts that have come to knowledge as to the con- 
duct of the transport service between San Francisco and 
the Philippine Islands. The original resolution asked spe- 
cifically that the House be furnished copies of the reports 
of Col. John L. Chamberlain, inspector, of War Depart- 
ment, on the transport service between San Francisco and 
the Vhilippine Islands, and Col. Marion P. Maus, in- 
spector of War Department, on same service between same 
points. The Committee on Military Affairs, through Rep- 
resentative Parker, in reporting the amendment which 
was adopted said: “Inspection reports are essentially 
confidential, and it is not fair to the officers who make 
them not to respect their confidence. We think it in- 
consistent with the interests of the public service that 
such reports as are referred to in this resolution should 
be made public.” 

The House has passed a resolution requesting the 
Secretary of State, if not incompatible with the public 
interests, to inform the House whether he declined to 
comply with the request of the Rev. Hiram W. Thomas, 
or any person acting for him, for passports, or to ask 
the British Government for permission for the said Rev. 
Dr. Thomas and his wife, or to lend his good offices to 
secure, through the British Ambassador, a permit from 
the British war office to visit South African military 
concentration camps for the purpose of distributing funds 
raised in the United States for the relief of noncom- 
batant prisoners. 

The House on March 15 passed bills granting the foi- 
lowing pensions: $20 per month to the widow of Henry 
C. Victor, late Ist Assistant Engineer, U. S. N.: $30 
to the widow of Major William W. Lowe, 6th U. S. Cav.; 
$30 to the widow of Capt. Frederick M. Lynde, 1st U. S. 
Inf.; $30 to the widow of Cant. Charles E. Norstrom, 
10th U. S. Cav.; $35 to the widow of Major Charles B. 
Penrose, C. S., U. S. A.: and $30 to the widow of 
Capt. Charles A. Worden, 7th U. S. Inf. 

The Ifouse has received from the Secretary of War 
estimates of $9,300 for purchase of land adjoining the 
militarv reservation at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., and of 
$178,200 for enlarging the facilities of the powder depot 
near Dover, N. J.: from the Secretary of the Navy an 
estimate of $3.189.39 for an urgent appropriation to cover 
payment of bills for articles purchased for the special 
detachment of marines ordered to duty with the North 
Atlantic fleet, there being no funds available for this 
purpose. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
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thorny H. R. Res. 116, authorizing the appointmen 
Martin Gerry as an assistant with — ~ 
junior lieutenant on the retired list of the Navy.

The Secretary of the Navy has this week received from 
Chief Naval Constructor Bowles a letter of protest 
against the adoption by the Navy of the metric system of 
weights and measures, a bill for which is now pending be- 
fore Congress. Rear Admiral Bowles says in his letter 
that he considers the system practically impossible of em- 
ployment in the plans and specifications for the struc- 
ture of vessels in advance of its general adoption through- 
out the country. If the Bureau of Construction was re- 
quired to adopt the metric system, Admiral Bowles says, 
it would be necessary, in the first place, to change the 
scales upon which the ne of war-ships are prepared. 
Comparative value of different unities is an essential part 
of the work of design, and the judgment of the naval ar- 
chitect, draftsman, designer, business man, purchasin, 
agent, or workman in the new units, he says, would be o 
no value whatever. The plans of ships of the present 
and past navies would become at once almost valueless. 


A long-felt want has recently been filled by the of- 
ficial adoption by the Army of a collar insignia—a dis- 
tinguishing badge—for aides serving on the staff of gen- 
eral ofticers of the Army. While acting as Secretary of 
War, Lieut. General Miles approved the adoption of a 
collar device for aides, which is now being worn by the 
officers on his personal staff. It consists of the regular 
United States shield mounted by a gold eagle with wings 
opened, but drooping at the sides. The number of silver 
stars in the blue field of the shield show the rank of the 
general upon whose staff the aide is serving. One star, 
for a brigadier-general; two for a major-general and 
three for the Lieutenant-General. The insignia is to be 
worn on the officer’s collar in the same manner and in the 
same relative position as the insignia worn by officers of 
the staff departments. In the future when as aide gives 
an order to another officer of greater rank his official po- 
sition and authority may be told at a glance. 
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THE EVER-FAITHFUL MARINES. 


“Bx-Attaehé,” writing in the New York ‘Tribune, calls 
attention to the fact that simultaneously with the sub- 
mission to Congress of a bill for the concession of the 
rank of major general to the commandant of the 
Marine Corps of the United States, comes the news 
from England that the government is taking steps with 
a view to a large increase both of the Royal Marine 
Artillery and of the Roya] Marine Light Infantry. A 
good deal of misapprehension prevails concerning the 
marines, says the attaché, who goes on to give some 
account of those who, in the words of Rudyard Kip. 
ling, are “soldier and sailor too,” who do duty alike 
on iand and on board ship, and who are a ot 
amphibious creatures, subject when on land to.military 
regulations and when at sea to those of the Navy. 

Strictly speaking, there are only two powers that have 
marines in the real sense of the word—namiely, the 
United States and Great Britain—and curiously enough 
they have identically the same regimental badge and 
motto. Continental marines do not form a recognized 
part of the complements of seagoing ships, as Bey do 
in England and America. In this country and Great 
Britain, however, the marines constitute the senior 
corps of the armed forces. In England the corps was 
first organized in 1664, and was recruited largely from 
the London trained hands, thanks to which it shares 
with the Grenadier Guards, the East Kent Regiment 
and the Royal London Militia the otherwise exclusive 
privilege of marching through the city of London with 
colors flying and bayonets fixed. In the United States 
the Marine Corps Was first organized in 1775 for the 
“publick defense.” In a the marines were first 
known as the “Admiral’s Regiment,” and for the last 
one hundred years or more the Crown has been in the 
habit of vesting the chief command in that particular 
member of the reigning family who had adopted the 
sea as a profession. The present genera] of the marines 
is Admiral the Prince of Wales. 

The United States marines are able to boast of being 
the first armed force of this country to plant its flag 
upon a fort in the Old World, and it.is in r ition 
of the capture of the stronghold of Derne, in ipoli, 
by the marines that their colors to this day bear the 
name of Tripoli inscribed thereon. The American 
“Jollies” may be said to have done their share of fight- 
ing, both on land and at sea, in all the @ opera- 
tions in which the United States has been engaged 
since the proclamation of its independence. hey dis- 
played magnificent gallantry in the historic engagement 
between the Chesapeake and the Shannon,- figured in 
the Mexican War, as well as in all the important. coast 
and sea fights of the Civil War, served in Cuba in the 
war of 1898, took part in the battle of Manila, as well 
as in all the subsequent operations in the Phi nes, 
and led the march for the relief of Peking in 1900. It 
is a splendid record, and has won for them on more 
than a score of occasions the thanks of Con 

While the commanding officers on board ship appre- 
ciate the marines at their full worth, Admiral Farragut 
expressing the opinion that “the marine guard is one 
of the great essentials of a man-of-war,” it may be ques- 
tioned whether they are as a general rule popular with 
the rank and file of the Navy. This is no doubt in part 
due to the fact that in olden times, when the Navy was 
recruited by means of the press gang and mutinies were 
consequently frequent, the marines were used by the 
naval commanders for the suppression of all insubordi- 
nation and sedition on board ship. And, of course, it 
does not help matters that while they are compelled to 
assist to man boats for shore operations and to form 
the crews for the heavy guus, they are exempt from 
most of the hard work that falls to the share of the 
sailor. In fact, beyond guard mounting and drilling 
they have little to do, and are under the immediate or- 
ders of ohe of their own officers.

MAILS FOR WARSHIPS. 


Postmaster General H. C. Payne has issued the follow 
ing orders relating to the transmission of mails to the of- 
ficers and crews of war vessels on foreign stations: 

“Ordered, That all mail matter originating in the Unit- 
ed States for transmission to officers and crews of vessels 
of war stationed abroad, and all matter originating with 
officers or members of the crews of such vessels and de- 
signed for transmission to persons in the United States, 
shall be admitted to the sealed sacks forwarded to such 
vessels from post-offices in the United States, or from 
such vessels to such post-offices, and be subject to the 
United States classification, conditions and rates of post- 


age. 
Hereafter all mails addressed to the U. S. Naval Sta- 
tion, Honolulu, T. H., must be made up in 
and sacks and labeled “Naval Mail; care Berry Post Uf- 
fice, San Francisco, Cal.,” instead of being included in 
packages and sacks labeled “Honolulu, T. H.,” as at 
present. Division superintendents will note and issue 
such orders in their respective divisions as may be neces- 
sary to insure the mail in question being made up as di- 
rected. Where the quantity is not sufficient to justify 
being made up, forward to connecting line. This order 
is with the view of earlier delivery at destination, 25 
by being made up at the “Ferry Post Office,” San Fran- 
ciseo, rehandling «nd distribution is avoided on arrival 
at Honolulu

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A WONDERFUL MARCH. 


The Navy Department has received the following inter- 
esting Report from Major Littleton W. 'T. Waller of ‘the 
Marine Corps on the terrible march of the detachment of 
marines under his command across the Island of Samar: 
HEADQUARTERS SUB-DISTRICT SOUTH SAMAR. 

” Basey, Samar, P. I., Jan. 25, 1902. 
Sir—In my last report i carried the movementg of the 
column up to and including Dec, 2 Panbuhan. On 
the morning of the 24th,the Arayat arrived with 
stores, taking Lieut. Lyles with me I went by the Arayat 
to Lanang. We landed and saw Capt. Pickering of tne 
jth Iintantry. A very tew minutes later Lieut. Wiiliams 
ot the same Infantry came in from a tweive days’ trip 
jooking for the Sojoton trail. He did not believe that the 
trail exist He and Capt. Pickering urged me not to 
make the attempt, but remembering the General's seve- 
ral talks On the subject and his evident desire to know 
the trail and run a wire across, I decided to make the 
trial with fifty* men and the necessary carriers. Left 
Lanang and returned to Pambuhan. We spent the 25th 
at Pambuhan preparing for the task in front of us. Capt. 
porter had begged hard to be allowed to cross, so I took 
him and Capt. Bearss. I left it optional with Lieut. 
Williams of ours and Lieut. Lyles of the 12th; both wish- 
ed orders, so 1 gave them. Later Lieut. Halford requested 
that he be allowed to go, so ordered him, thinking that 
the presence, bearing and conduct of four officers would 
benefit the men. Our surgeon was unable to make the 
march, so Was not brought. I sent Capt. Matthews in 
charge of all the officers and men, native scouts and car- 
riers, to Balangiga, via Omagongong and Quinapunidan, 
with special instructions to use every effort and artifice 
to kill the hidden riflemen at Omagongong. We turned 
our faces north for Hernani, Lanang and the unknown 
interior from east to west, between Lanang and Basey. 

We reached Hernani at 4 P. M. and camped, We cap- 
tured two prisoners and used them as guides, also cap- 
turing @ fine pony. We marched at 6 A. M. the 27th ana 
reached Lanang about four. We fired a volley which 
was promptly answered by Capt. Pickering, who immedi- 
ately sent banca hauled by a carabao and got the men 
over without casualty. He had coffee all ready for the 
men and his men gave mine dry clothes while theirs 
were drying. 

As soon as possible on the morning of the 28th we set 
out in bancas, going up the Lanang River. The personnel 
of the expedition leaving Lanang was as foliows: Major 
L. W. T. Waller, ‘ & Db, D. Porter, Capt. Hiram 1. 
Bearss, Ist Lieut. A. 5. Williams, U. 8S. M. C.; 2d Lieut. 
Cc. DeW. Lyles, 12th U. 8. Inf,, Aide sent by Gen. Smith; 
2d Lieut. F. Halford, U. 8. M. C.; 50 enlisted men, U. 8. 
Marines, 2 native scouts, 33 native carriers, 

We camped at night where the south branch of the 
Lanang empties into the main river, marked “A” 28., 
on accompanying map. This was seventeen miles on the 
journey. Early the following morning the 29th, as soon 
as it was light we embarked again and made about eight 
miles by boats following the north branch or really main 
river. The river was much swollen and much time was 
spent in getting the boats through the rapids. Reaching 
Ligtao, I found it impossible to use boats any longer so 
sent them back with the men of the 7th Inf. who had 
accompanied us. We took up our march, found a trail, 
crossed the river and again picked a trail which led us 
to a ford. We crossed again, and losing the trai! follow- 
ed the river. We were now in the mountains and cross- 
ing by steadily descending leaps the first of the diago- 
nal mountain ranges. The rivers were rising all the time 
and the rain was almost incessant. The river we follow- 
ed curved sometimes almost in a circle. The banks held 
no trail of any kind. The route caused us to cross and 
recross the river every few minutes. Towards the end 
of this day the men began to show the effects of the 
march and constant wading. Water sores began to form, 
chafes where the clothing bore on the skin were develop- 
ing rapidly. The knowledge that we had made four or 
five les in direction for each twelve miles of march 
was depressing. 

On the 30th I was obliged to issue reduced rations. 
We had seen no signs of human beings except once in 

i. while a lonely temporary fishing shack. Late in the 
afternoon of the Mth we made the branch of the river 
| had wished to ascend. We camped on a wretched little 
sand and shingle bar. We got fires going and had coffee, 
with two slices of bacon each. it took the whole of the 
3ist to reach the crest of the mountain. We followed 
the river bed up and it was simply one fall. { had re- 
duced the rations to one-half and further had only two 
meals a day. The map shows the Spanish trail to pass 
this point. The crest was not more than twenty feet 
wide with ho trail. This day developed rapidly increas- 
ing trouble among the men, their feet being sore. 

On the ist we began the descent, moving west, south- 
west. This should have brought us very soon to the 
Sojoton River. We searched for a trail but found none. 
We struck a river flowing about northwest and followed 
it. It increased in volume and became a very respec- 
table stream in point of size. More foot trouble devel- 
oped and we suffered from sores caused by | con- 
stantly wet, also from the cuts made by thorns and from 
the bites of leeches. All these places festered and made 
uncomfortable sores. On the 2d we still followed the 
stream, its direction being westerly and the current 
flowing that way. Late in the afternoon this stream 
after a quick bend emptied into a large stream flowing 
almost due east. This discovery knocked the heart out 
of the officers. We camped at this point and discussed 
the situation. The men were in pretty bad shape. The 
meal consisted of a piece of raw bacon for each officer 
and man. I recognized the big river as the Surabao, It 
could be nothing else. I held a council of war and it 
was decided that rafts should be built and that we 
should go down the Surabao and march to Banangan. 
Early in the morning a raft was constructed, but sank 
with one man on it. This settled my mind as to this 
method. I ordered the forward movement following the 
Surabao. In a short while word was sent to me that 
many men could not keep up. We were moving very 
slowly and cutting our own trail. I called the officers 
together and told them that it was my intention to take 
about thirteen men, who were in good sha and push 
forward as fast as possible, the main column to g0 
slowly but follow my trail which I could mark ge: A 

I left Captain Porter in command and took the thir- 
teen men, Lieutenant Halford, who was in charge of 
the advance that day, and pushed on. In the morning, 
the officers having discovered that the men were get- 
ting disheartened, begged me to try another raft. I 
did this. The evening before we could get no fire, the 
incessant rains forbidding it. The maps had been de- 
stroyed as well as all the other papers and records. I 
had further reduced the issue of rations to one-third; 
that is to say, we had for the whole day what is al- 
lowed for one meal. The raft built entirely of bamboo 
sank under the weight of one man. I sent a native 
back to Captain Porter telling him to try another raft. 
that my men were playing out. I would join him if 
the raft floated. Pushing on after two hours’ march 
We came to a clearing; bananas, young cocoanut palms, 
ete., were plentiful, as well as cametes and garbi. I 
halted, gathering in as much as we could carry, cut- 
ting down young cocoanut palms for the heart. On 
the opposite side of the river there was another clear- 
ing with fine potato vines all over the hillside. I sent 
a native across and got a quantity of fine sweet po- 
tatoes. 

Striking a trail we followed it for perhaps five minutes, 
when it opened into another clearing. On this one there 
was a shack, while the field was planted with po- 
tatoes and garbi. The sun came out and by the aid of 
the two object lenses of my field glasses we got a fire and 
cooked potatoes, not only enough for a meal, but to last 
us two days. I also had the natives dig potatoes to 
carry. When we had been at this place about gan hour 
and a half, Captain Bearss, Corporal Murphy and the 
native I had sent to Captain Porter in the seeming, 
joined us. tain Bearss told me that the column could 
only make about three miles a day. He had left them 
about an hour and a back. raft they built 
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would not float. I sent a mative back to Captain Porter 
telling him of our find and directing him to bring the 
column forward, hold the three clearings until his men 
were rested, and then follow the trail, I would make and 
mark, to save his rations and use the potatoes and 
other f that I would surel, renee VArguse aad bene 
supplies, clothing, shoes and to him. ] wai 
an hour more and p on. 

We crossed the river and followed a trail, but 
it was lost. Going to the river, I followed a short while 
and then crossed at what seemed another clearing. It 
turned out to be a cleari with a good

Cold boiled tatoes and 
comotes were issued. The man I sent to Captain 


Porter had returned and reported that tnsurrectos were 
so numerous that he was afraid. Captain Bearss said 


way. 

We crossed the main river, spare working about west, 
southwest, as well as we could tell with a defective com- 
pass. The main river was by means of bahuac 
vines; the river was very deep and _ swift. Passing 
through a very small clearing we struck into the moun- 
tain again, came to the river, crossed it and camped. 
In the morning we went into the mountains 
again, and picked up a good, well defined trail. We 
followed this for two hours, crossing two rivers, and 
after searching for half an hour, the officers asked that 
we turn back and take the other part of the trail from 
the point where we joined it. I objected to this be- 
cause I was sure we were on the right trail, still gave in 
and we went back. A short time after leaving our own 
trail this new one came to a stop at the main river. It 
was impossible to cross this even with bahuac. Looking 
up stream, I thought I saw another clearing on our side 
of the river. Sent Captain Bearss and Lieutenant Lyles 
to examine. Captain Bearss returned, saying that they 
had found a trail and clearing. We rushed the first 
shack, and captured five people, two men, two women 
and a boy about twelve. We explained that we would 
not hurt them, but wished guide to y. One of the 
men and the boy knew the way, stating it was one long 
day’s march away. We put these two under guard and 
released the others; prepared food and camped for the 
night. The rain stopped for a moment before dark and 
the mist cleared away. We saw in the distance the ciffs 
of the Sojoton, 

On the morning of the 5th we were off as soon as it 
was light enough to see. We were led by the boy, who 
took us over our trail of the day before, back over the 
river and to the point on the second river, where we 
had lost the trail and turned back. He turned up the 
river and without hesitation or dovbt led us for hours 
up the river, walking in water up to our necks at times. 
We reached the Sojoton River to find it so high and 
swift that we could not cross at the trail. We went 
down the river for a short distance and crossed by 
means of vines and a log. I cut a trail along the bank 
to the point opposite where we first struck the Sojoton, 
and at this int I saw for the first time the cele- 
brated Spanish trail leading from the Sojoton caves to 
the Surabao River. When the column came up we 
marched by this new trail and continued until between 
7 and 8 o'clock at night. I then bivouacked by the 
trail. At daylight we had our raw bacon and marched 
again. In two hours we made the Loag River, crossed it. 
and passing through the valley, made the int on the 
Cadacan, so important to us, Banglay. he acan 
River was much swollen and turbulent. 

I had ordered Captain Dunlap to establish a supply 
camp and await us. He had been nearly ten days up 
the river, but his camp had been nearly washed away 
by floods. He had lost many bancas and stores, but 
succeeded in saving others; had moved to the mainland 
and camped again and when we arrived at the river 
was only a little over a mile above us. He could not 
hear the volleys I had fired, on account of the noise of 
the rushing waters. He had started to Basey with sick 
men and just as we had picked up a large banca, which 
we recognized as ours, he hove in sight in the cutter. 
We took the cutter for our men, and started for Basey. 
The men, realizing that all was over and that they 
were safe and once more near home, gave up. Some 
quietly wept, others laughed hysterically. 

One seYrgeant turned to me and said: “I don’t think we 
would show up well at a drawing-room.”” My heart 
bled for these men when I looked at them. Most of 
them had no shoes. Cut, torn, bruised and dilapidated 
they had marched without murmur for twenty-nine days. 
and, having gecempiiabed what no white troops had 
done before, they thought not of it, but of each other. 
They spoke of me, my age, and to them well known 
injury to my foot, and they wondered how I had stood 
it. My shirt was in rags, my hat was a hat by cour- 
tesy. Torn as they were, with eyes suffused with leech 
bites, I felt that appearances made no difference; we 
were through. Arrived at Basey at 2 P. M., Jan. 6 I 
reported to the General. I sent a relief party, under 
Lieutenant Day and Dr. Lung, back to the shacks we 
had left, giving them a guide. I instructed thium to 
camp and await me, that I would follow as svon as 
possible with men and stores. I got necessary 
article of clothing from Tacloban the following Soy and 
on the morning of Jan. 8, went back to the shacks in the 
mountains and joined the first relief party. I remained 
out nine days, searching for signs of Captain Porter. 
I passed beyond the place where I last saw him, but 
there was no sign. The floods were terrific, and had been 
worse. Several former camp sites were many feet un- 
der water. 

The men of the relief party began to break down and 
I was forced to return. These men went through many 
severe hardships, and were a day without food. We 
brought them in, reaching Basey on Jan, 17. I reported 
my non-success to the General. I was taken sick with 
fever and suffering from an injured ankle at the same 
time. I could do nothing more. Captain Porter's party 
was brought in by the Arayat on Jan. 20, and sent to 
the hospital. I know nothing of the incidents of his 
march to Lanang, excess that ten men died from ex- 
haustion. Considering the march, its object and result, 
I have to sey this: 

1. As a military movement, it was of no other value 
than to show that the mountains are not impenetrable 
to us. Also it proves what I have believed for some 
time, and that is that there are not now nor do I be- 
lieve there has been any body of insurrectos in the 
mountains. They cannot subsist any force there. 

2. The long looked for trail has been found, but not 
where it is supposed to be. There are, in fact, two 
trails, One begins at the Cuevas de Sojoton and the 
other leads from Loag. The latter is the one known 
to the natives. With my present knowledge, havir’ 
boats to meet the party, the trip can be made from Basey 
to Lanang or Borongan in five days. As the rivers are 
largely used as the trail, weather conditions enter largely 
into the calculation. e had nothing but rains and 
poets, the river raising twenty feet above the ordinary 
eight. 

3. I believe a wire could be run_and that it would not 
be touched in the mountains. The one menace there 
would be the falling trees. The mere passing of troops 
caused many rotten trees to fall. The trail good and 
wide, requires clearing and the removal of trees which 
have fallen across it. Some of these trees bear the sign, 
the triangle of the Katipunan Society.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The bill introduced in the New York State islature 
to make Blackwell's Island a naval station 
park provides that Blackwell's Island shall be 
to the National Government for fifty years and that the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners and the President of 
Borough of Manhattan shall make the lease, erect build- 
ings on the island on plans approved by the city authori- 
ties; that a war vessel is constantly to be stationed at 
the island, open to visitors, a military band is to give 
summer concerts, and statues of our na to 
be erected from time to time. Admiral Crowninshield, 
before he was succeeded on March 1 by Admiral Taylor, 
was favorable to the project and Rear Admiral Taylor 
also favors the measure. 

The U. 8. 8S. Albatross, Comdr. Chauncey Thomas, 
U. 8. N., sailed from San Francisco, Cal., March 11, 
on a scientific cruise in the Hawaiian group, to return 
to San Francisco about Sept. 1. The mail address of 
the Albatross is Station D, San Francisco, 

The steamer Endeavor, Capt. F. A. Youne of the 

U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey, which has been at Bal- 
timore, Md., all winter, will convoy launch No. 23 to 
Crisfield and deliver her to Capt. George A. Fowler, of 
the Matchless. The Endeavor will then go to the Poto- 
mac River and begin the spring work on the Kettle Bot- 
tom shoals, where she is ._ to work during the 
entire summer. Mr. C. A. Thompson, inventor of the 
sounding apparatus of that name, will accompany the 
Endeavor and will continue the supervision of the ex- 
perimental soundings in Kettle Bottom shoals, new 
Coast Survey steamer Bache, Capt: P. A. Welker, which 
arrived at Baltimore, March 13, from Shooters Island 
via Norfolk, has been ordered to tne Tortugas, Where 
she has been detaued to survey north of the keys be- 
tween Key West and the Dry rtugas. Before leaving 
she will have several minor repairs made to machinery 
and hull. Her circulating pump and eccentric got slight- 
ly out of order in coming from Norfolk. 
_ The new flagship of the Asiatic snare stationed 
in Philippine waters, the U. 8. 8. inbow, has re- 
ported her arrival at Colombo, and it is the expecta- 
tion of the Navy Department that the vessel will reach 
Cavite, her destination, within the next ten days. The 
Rainbow will remain on that station indefinitely and 
will probably do but little actual cruising. The quar- 
ters which have been arranged on board for the accom- 
modation of the Admiral and his staff are well suited 
for the climate in which her service will be performed, 
and it is believed that the conditions under which the 
staff of the Commander-in-Chief will live on board the 
Rainbow will make that vessel the favorite among 
flagships. 

The destroyer Dale left the works of the W. R. Trigg 
Company on March 19, and is now on the dry dock 
at Norfolk, during the installation of her propellers and 
undergoing the usual overhaul of the underwater 
prosaratery to the official trials over the Barren 

ovenment course. 

Civil Engineer Adolfo J. Menocal, U. 8. N., has been 
detailed by the Navy Department for duty at Annapo- 
lis in connection with the construction of the uew 
buildings in process of erection at that point, ‘The 
details of these fine buildings involve an immense 
amount of work in bringing the various plans into 
harmony and in accord with the general plans of the 
architect. A noticeable feature of these buildings is the 
solidity of the foundations which have been laid well in 
advance of the actual beginning of work on the gu- 
perstructures, and the result, so far, has been that no 
settlement of any sort has been detected in the walls 
of the two huge edifices which have been completd. 

The U. 8S, steam collier Alexander has arrived at Hon- 
olulu with a full cargo of coal for the coaling station 
at that important rendezvous. The value of this port 
for a coaling depot has never been so great as at the 
present time, and it is safe to say that the immense 
volume of war material passing through Honolulu will 
show a steady increase with the augmentation of our 
forces in the Far East. Honolulu is now in the 
of an era of greater prosperity than has ever been 
known, and with the installation of the new Naval 
Station at Pearl Harbor, but seven miles distant, the 
importance of the capita] will increase by leaps and 
bounds. 

Many felicitations are being received by Lieut. 
Thomas Washington, U. 8. N., over the recently pub- 
lished assignment as aide on the personal staff of Rear 
Admiral Evans. Lieutenant Washington has been on 
duty at headquarters several times, and has become 
thoroughly familiar with the department routine, hence 
will be unusually valuable as aide on the staff of an 
Admiral. It is understood that he was assigned at 
the personal request of Admira] Evans. 

The Senate on March 19 confirmed the nomination of 
Capt. Arent 8S. Crowninshield, U. 8. N., to be a Rear 
Admiral from March 15, 1902, vice Rear Admiral John 
A. Howell, retired. There was no opposition to the 
confirmation. 

The North Atlantic Squadron arrived at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, on March 19 and will probably remain there for 
several days. The cruiser Olympia, under the 
of Capt. nry W. Lyon, has been ordered oo ee the 
Squadron at this port. Upon reaching the N Atlan- 
tic Squadron the Olympia will become the ep ler) of 
Rear-Admiral Higginson.

The Navy Department has received the proceedi 
and findings of the naval court-martial in the cnae of 
Acting Gunner George G. Newman, tried at the Mare Is- 
land Navy Yard on charges of drunkenness, using pro- 
fane language, and assaulting the Ward Room Steward, 
Ah Wing, of the Philadelphia. The court found the ac- 
cused guilty and sentenced him to dismissal from the 
Navy. In reviewing the case Secretary Long said -that 
in view of the unanimous recommendation of the court 
for clemency in consideration of the accused’s long and 
hitherto faithful services and his short service as an offi- 
cer, the sentence will be mitigated to restriction to the 
limits of the ship or at the station to which he may be 
attached for a period of six months. During such time 
Acting Gunner Newman will receive three-fourths of his 
pay. 

Emperor William of Germany has ordered that a 
small yacht new in the service of the German Admiralty 
at Wilhelmshaven shall be named the “Alice Roosevelt.’ 
The yacht has just been put into commission. 

The Navy Department has been notified that the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Barry will be launched on March 22, 
from the yard of Neafie & Levy at Philadelphia. The 
Barry has a contract speed of twenty-nine knots. 

Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan, of the Navy, has applied to 
the President for the restoration of the numbers he lost 
several years ago bv court-martial. If the President 
grants Captain Coghlan’s request he will take position 
in the Navy Register ahead of Capt. James H. Sands, 
and.upon the retirement of Admiral Farquhar both 
Coghland and Sands will be advanced to the grade of 
Rear Admiral. 

Dr. Magruder, U. S. Navy, and Mrs. Magruder, will 
pass the summer at their home near Frederick, Md. 


First Lieut. John H. A. Day, U. S. M. C., who has 
figured conspicuously of late in the cables from Manila, 
and who with Major Waller is on trial by court-martial, 
convened by order of General Chaffee at Manila on March 
17, is 26 years of age. His father was Edward M. Day, 





who was retired as master in the United States 
Navy in 1874 and who died in 1879. Lieutenant 
I’ay was three years at the Naval Academy but 


resigned shortly before the commencement of the late 
Spanish-American war. He volunteered, was appointed 
an ensign in the Navy, and served with credit through- 
out the Spanish war, at the end of which, about May, 
1899, having passed a remarkably fine examination at 
Washington he was appointed by President McKinley 
First Lieutenant in the Marine Corps, and ordered im- 
mediately to the Philippines. In January, 1900, he was 
appointed Sanitary Inspector of Cavite, and the excel- 
lent work done by him when in that position brought 
forth a commendatory report from Colonel (now Gen- 
eral), Robert L. Meade of the Marine Corps, which was 
favorably endorsed by Rear Admiral J. C. Watson, at 
that time Commander-in-chief of the United States 
Naval force on the Asiatic station. Both these docu- 
ments are now on file in the Department at Washington. 
When the troops were ordered to China, he went as aide- 
de-camp to Colonel Meade, and passed with every credit 
through the battle of Tien-Tsin participating in that fear- 
ful charge over the South wall where such a large num- 
ber of men were killed. In July, 1900, he was appointed 
Assistant Provost Marshall of Tien-Tsin and returned 
later to the Philippines where he was appointed by Major 
Waller as his Adjutant, and has acted as such ever since 
through the terrible “hikes” all over the island of Samar. 
In a letter lately received dated in January he wrote: “I 
have just returned from a fearful hike in the mountains 
and am done up in bandages. Captain Porter is lost in 
the mountains with 36 men and we fear they have 
starved to death. Major Waller and I went to find him, 
and for ten days have been in the wilderness living on 
monkeys, roots, and finally on nothing at all. I was very 
nearly starved.” Lieutenant Day claims residence at 
Past Orange, N. J., where his only living relatives re- 
side. The plea entered in the case of Major Waller, that 
he is not within the jurisdiction of an Army court-mar- 
tial, would also apply in Lieutenant Day’s case, and as 
he was also acting under orders in the matters brought 
before the court-martial there is little doubt he will be 
freed from any responsibility.

NORTH ATLANTIC STATION.

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THE STAFF SYSTEM ABROAD. 


Of interest in connection with the proposed changes 
in cur own staff system is a history of the staff in Great 
Britain and on the Continent, which we gather from the 
paves of “The Army Book for the British Empire,” of 
1804, by Gen. W. H. Goodenough and Col. J. C. Dal- 
ton of the British service. From an early period the 
dut es of the officers who assisted the commanding gen- 


era! as his staff are found to have been grouped under 
two heads: the numbering, arming and ordering the 
troops fell to the adjutant general, and the camping, 
quartering, direction of marches and provisioning, to 
the quartermaster-general. This dual government of 
adjutant and quartermaster-general, alternately in the 
as‘endant, though it gave rise to friction, was retained 
in England to a comparatively late date. - 

“chief of staff” was recognized for the first time by 
the British in the Crimea, and again in the Indian Mu- 
tiny. Since 1857 a “chief of staff,” for operations in 
the field, has usually been appointed. This practice was 
es\ablished by law in 1888, when an army order directed 
thet im every general officer’s command one officer 
should always be named as chief staff officer. 

\t the same time the duties of the general staff were 
revised and extended and great changes effected. The 
commissariat and transport staff, which had previously 
been represented in each command, was permitted to 
lapse, or rather the officers actually occupying this po- 
sition, aud who were responsible for the supervision and 
control of supply, transport and certain other services, 
were amalgamated with the general] staff. As vacan- 
cies o¢curred amongst them; however, they -were filled 
indifferently from officers in the supernumerary list of 
the old commissariat and transport staff, now convert- 
ed into the army service corps, and from officers of the 
general staff. 

The whole staff was now styled as of the adjutant- 
general’s branch. The entire direction and conduct of 
military operations tended to be exercised more and more 
by the general in command in person, with the adjutant- 
general proper as his mouthpiece. The functions recog- 
nized of old as belonging to the quartermaster-general’s

. Officers of proved ability in staff duties in the 
field are from time to time placed ona special list as 
eligible for staff emplor, and, further, since the intro. 
duction in 1888 of the division of staff work, officers of 
the army service corps, who are not staff college grad- 
uates, are in many instances appointed to the staff with 
a view to their employment in the second group of du- 
ties, connected with transport, quartering, etc. 
All British staff officers learn their work through its 
practical exercise at the station, to which they are ap- 


_ pointed, with such opportunities as may there offer, and 


there is no general training ground for the prosecution 
of studies in theory and practice combined. 

In Continental armies, as the staff system was devel- 
oped to meet the requirements of increasing and more 
highly organized armies, it me evident t the of- 
ficers employed would not only have to be carefully se- 
lected but would have to undergo a thorough training in 
the duties with which they were to be entrusted. To 
meet these requirements a special body of officers was 
created for carrying out the duties more immediately 
connected with military operations, and institutions 
came to be established, at which officers selected from 
regiments underwent a special course of training. This 
system extended to all European armies, but with dif- 
ferences in application. 

In Prussia the general staff system has of late years 
received its highest development. The future officers 
of the staff are taken from their regiments to be trained 
at a special military school, and afterwards with the 
great general staff at Berlin. When ultimately employ- 
ed on the staff their functions are generally confined to 
the higher duties connected with the direction of the 
troops in war, and their-movements-and instruction in 
peace. After being attached to the general staff and 
having satisfied the chief of the general staff as to their 
capabilities and fitness for the duties, they are appointed 
to the staff of an army corps, or to the genera] staff. 
With every army corps there are a chief of the staff and 
two general staff officers, and with each division, one 
such staff officer. 

In the German army the duties carried out by the 
staff of each army corps or divisional command are di- 
vided into four sections, One only of these sections is 
administered by the officers of the general staff. The 
so-called “Great General Staff” acts as a feeder to the 
staff of divisions, etc. At this general establishment, 
in Berlin, there are always a number of officers study- 
ing and practising their eg nmr and from it, as from 
a depot, the wants of the service are met. While em- 
ployed at Berlin the members of the great general staff 
are engaged on professional, though not executive work: 
they collect and collate military information on foreign 
countries, and study and are trained under proner su- 
pervision. By this means the character and ability of 
individuals become, known, 

The governing idea in. organizing the leadership and 
direction in war of the huge machine of the Germany 
army is that all concerned, generals, staff, and regimen- 
tal officers, should each know their own work so well 
that no supreme talent or extraordinary development of 
power is required anywhere in order to attain a rea- 
sonable nrospect of success. The training of the gen- 
eral staff at Berlin under the chief of the staff. which 
is conducted not so much in a spirit of theoretical study 
as in that of a working body, engaged on the elaboration 
of military problems of an advanced and practical kind 
under the critical eye and advice of a competent chief, 
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has done much to establish a uniform system in the 
German Army. 

In the French Army formerly, and for many years, 
the staff were taken from a corps d’etat-major, to which 
officers were posted from the commencement of their ca- 
reer. This led to the army being directed by men who 
were out of touch with it. Their staff officers are now, 
however, drawn from, and revert to regimental duty 
as in othér continental armies. 








A SOUTH AMERICAN DRY DOCK. 


The Buenos Ayres Standard describes a new naval 
graving dock of monumental dimensions, built at Bahia 
Blanca, Argentina, under the supervision of Luigi Luig- 
gi, an Italian engineer. This dry dock is large enouch to 
admit the largest vessel afloat. It can be divided into 
sections to suit ships of different sizes, or to permit the 
docking of two ships at the same time. The Standard 
gives the following figures as to its dimensions: It is 
100 feet longer than the dock at Talcahuano, 20 feet 
longer than the graving-docks in cons m in the 
dock-yards of Devonport, the most modern in England; 
3 feet longer than the four ving-docks in construc- 
tion in the dockx-yards of the Uni States, and 8 feet 
longer than the largest ving-dock at Spezzia. It is 
the largest graving-dock in America and may be said to 
be the largest naval graving~<dock in the world. It can 
be filled with 50,000 tons of water in 40 minutes, and 
can be pumped dry in 2 1-2 hours.

In an arti@le in the North American 
Review descriptive of conditions in the 


Philippines, Stephen Bonsal tells of a visit 
he made to a school for native children, 
the superintendent of which, a highly 
educated American, had translated into 
Spanish and Visayan all the choicest le- 
vends in our National history.

‘-LOCKHOUSES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Col. Sir Howard Vincent, of the Brit- 
~h Army, thus describes the system 
f blockhouses established by the British 
rees in South Africa: “There are 
000 blockhouses to be manned, and al- 
10ough the majority only take a non- 
mmissioned officer and six men, there 
e many larger ones at bridge-heads and 
nportant stations; so that the average 
ill of each blockhouse is for ten men. 
here is a force of 50,000 men, when the 
irther thousand now being erected are 
mmplete. The blockhouses are at inter- 
ils from 1,500 to 3,000 yards, by the 
de or adjacent to the principal railway 
nes and roads of communication, or lines 
f junction. The blockhouse walls con- 
sist as a rule of sheets of curved corru- 





gated iron, supporting 24 inches of 
rammed stone ballast, and inside a cis- 
tern for water with reserve rations for a 
week. Each blockhouse costs from $250 
up to $1,000, if of masonry, the average 
working out at about $350. The garrison 
is supplemented by two dogs, which are 
not only a useful adjunct to the sentry, 
but invaluable in many districts in adding 
to the larder, under the direction of na- 
tive scouts. From two to three hours’ 
work a day is required of the blockhouse 
crew for the perfecting of the outer de- 
fences, the covered ways, the barbed wire 
and other entanglements, the rifie-pits, 
and the spruits, to prevent the crossing of 
vehicles. Between the blockhouses wher- 
ever possible are stretched from ten to 
twelve strands of barbed wire, hung with 
spring guns, rattles, and other automatic 
alarms. So soon as a sufficient supply 
ean be obtained, uncutable barbed wire 
will be placed between blockhouses. Life 
in the blockhouses is greatly preferred to 
the trek, and even to garrison life. It is 
dull, but free and open, and unattended 
by regimental worries. But it does not 
do to leave regiments in them for too long 
atime. The men get out of condition, and 
still worse, out of hand; for except for 
occasional inspection, they are left al- 
most entirely in the charge of non-com- 
missioned officers, and often of young cor- 
porals or lance-corporals. The work de- 
mands steady and seasoned troops rather 
than raw hands. For three months there 
may be no alarm, and then without warn- 
ing the line may be rushed, and if the 
enemy gets across there will be a great 
stir—court-martial and disgrace.

Germany’s famous “war chest,” a fund 


reserved exclusively for military emer- 
gencies and stored in the Julius Tower at 
Spaneau, underwent regular annual in- 
spection some time ago. The fund now 
amounts to about $30,000,000 gold. The 
tower is in the citadel, which is sur- 
rounded by a water moat, and the walls 
are 6 feet 6 inches thick, the masonry be- 
ing examined and tested every year. A 
triple door closes the chamber in which 
the treasure lies, and there are six se- 
cure locks to forbid intruders. The treas- 
ure is preserved in 1,200 wooden chests, 
banded with iron, each chest containing 
ten linen bags, and each bag enclosing 
10,000 marks in ten or twenty mark pieces.
